•LOSSES  IN  RETREAT 

COMPARATIVELY  LIGHT 


Pursuit  by  Enemy  Hampered 
by  Destruction  of  Roads  and 
Carrying  Off  Supplies  — 
Greeks   Watching   Bulgars. 


LONDON,  Dec.  14.— Reviewing-  the 
fast  week'a  opratlons,  lleutcr  s  corre- 
spondent »t  Salonlca  says  the  fighting 
uurlng  the  week  did  no  serious  harm  to 
the  Allied  forces,  the  Bulgarians  having 
displayed  no  deal  re  to  come  to  close 
quart  ura  alnce  laat  Monday. 

The  Brttleh  casualties  on  that  day." 
says  the  correspondent,  "totaled  leaa 
than  1,000,  and  during  the  reat  of  the 
week  a  few  doaen  would  sum  up  the 
total  caaualtlea  along  the  entire  Franco- 
British  front. 

"During  the  weak,  the  Allien  retired 
about    fourteen    ml  lee    by    gradual    ma- 


noeuvres, carrying  all  their  own  atorea 
end  absolutely  denuding  the  country 
of  everything  available  for  the  enemy. 
An  unasual  eight  that  waa  witnessed 
was  herds  of  cattle  and  aheep  being 
driven  ahead  by  Allied  troops,  who 
greatly  enjoyed  thla  novel  duty.  On 
Saturday,  the  Allies'  rear  guard  was 
only  two  miles  from  the  Greek  frontier, 
•nd  the  town  of  Dolran  had  been  com- 
pletely stripped.  The  Britiah  recognised 
numerous  German  uniforms  among  the 
Bulgarian  troops. 

"Meanwhile,  reinforcemnts  continue  to 
pour  Into  Balonica,  and  on  the  semi- 
circle of  hills  surrounding  the  town,  the 
fortifications  are  rapidly  nearing  com- 
pletion. The  soldiers  are  confident, 
and  many  of  them  expreaa  the  hope 
that  they  will  be  soon  able  to  test  the 
strength  of  these  works  against  the 
enemy." 

Bulgarian  Parliament 

SOFIA,  Dec.  14. — It  is  announced  here 
that  the  HobranJe  will  mat  on  December 
28.  The  Government  will  ask  a  credit 
or  150,000,000  francs.  The  Government 
,/Btil\  be  supported  by  all  the  parties  ex- 
cept the  Socialists.  At  the  meeting  of 
the  ministry,  at  which  It  was  decided 
to  convene  the  Sobranje,  It  waa  an- 
nounced that  Bulgaria  had  enlarged  her 
territory  50,000  kilometres  (more  than 
21.000   miles). 

righting  Near  frontier 

ATHENS,  Deo.  14.— A  violent  artillery 
buttle  Is  being  fought  along  the  Serbo- 
Greek  frontier,  according  to  dispatches 
received  here  today.  Bulgarian  shells 
nro  falling  on  Greek  territory,  but  thus 
far  have  caused  no  material  damage  to 
any  Greek  property. 

Dlspatchea  filed  from  frontier  points 
today  aald  that  no  Bulgarian  or  Teu- 
ton soldiers  had  crossed  the  Oreek 
frontier,  but  before  many  hoars.  It  la 
Relieved,  the  purault  of  the  retreating 
Allies  vylll  be  reaumed  and  fighting  will 
begin   en   Greek   soil. 

Falling  back  from  Glevgell  and  Dol- 
run,  the  main  body  of  the  Allies  are 
entrenched  four  mllee,  Inside  the  Greek 
frontier.  Their  retreat  waa  covered  by 
n  Britiah  division  and  several  French 
battalions,  who  held  up  the  Bulgarian 
advance    throughout    Sunday. 

From  this  new  position,  the  Allies 
wera  directing  a  heavy  fire  at  the 
enemy,  whose  advance  apparently  was 
halted  while  military  conferences  were 
going  on. 

One  correspondent  stationed  at  Ba- 
lonica, telegraphed  that  a  small  Bul- 
garian force  had  actually  crossed  the 
Greek  frontier,1  but  the  military  au- 
thorities hers  have  no  confirmation  of 
this.  . 

French  and  British  wounded  have 
been  arriving  at  Salonlca  for  the  past 
twenty-four  hours.  Theynleclared  that, 
despite  the  numerical  superiority  of 
the  enemy,  the  could  have  held  their 
front  around  Strumnltaa  for  at  least 
another  fortnight,  had  It  been  neces- 
sary. They  lost  comparatively  few 
.men.  and  scarcely  any  supplies  In 
evacuating  Serbian  territory,  they 
said. 

Bulgarian  flags  have  been  hoisted  over 
the  public  buildings  In  Glevgell  and 
Dolran. 

LONDON,  Dec  14. — The  Dally  Tele- 
gtaph  this  morning  publishes  a  special 
dispatch  from  Salonlca  which  reports 
that  the  commanders  of  the  Greek 
forcea  there.  In  addition  to  dlspatchtng 
troops  to  other  vital  points,  are  assist- 
ing in  every  way  to  transform  the  port 
Into  a  formidable  base  for  the  Allies. 

Moreover,  nearly  all  the  dispatches 
agree  that  while  the  Greeks  may  per- 
mit the  Allied  forces  to  settle  scores 
with  the  Austro-German  troops.  If  Bul- 
garians, who  continue  to  boast  that 
tbey  will  hold  Monastlr  permanently. 
Invade  Greek  territory,  nothing  can 
stop  the  Greek  army  from  attacking 
their  hereditary  foes.  The  feeling  be- 
tween the  Oreek  troopa  and  the  Allies 
la  Increasingly  friendly,  and  the  Greek 
sc-lUlera  are  eagerly  awaiting  the  word 
which  will  give  to  them  the  chance  to 
fight    the   Bulgarian*. 

The  confident  belief  la  expressed  here 
that  the  next  contact  of  Importance  be- 
tween the  urmlea  of  the  Central  Powers 
and  the  Allies  In  the  Balkans  theatre 
will  be  on  the  outskirts  of  Salonlca. 
The  Anglo-French  have  successfully  end- 
ed their  retirement  from  Set-Ma,  and 
are 'falling  back  to  the  sea  without  op- 
position, due  to  the  thoroughness  with 
which  the  work  of  destroying  the  roads 
and  the  railway  waa  done.  The  handl-  ' 
rap  thus  placed  on  a  purault.  combine  I 
with  the  detteate  situation  in  Oreec*?. 
which  may  act  to  prevent  the  Bul- 
garians iraealng  the  frontier,  has  en- 
abled the  Allies  to  gat  clear  away. 

There  la  every  reason  to  believe  that 
the  Oreek  a.  who.  have  moved  their  amy 
rreen  the  country  between  Dolran  and 
Salon  Ice,  and  thua  given  the  Allies  a 
clear  path'  to  the  coast,  have  warned

GREECE  NEEDS  PROVISIONS 


LONUOX,  Dec.  It.— The  Greek  Gov- 
ernment, it  waa  learned  here  today,  has 
commandeered  all  Greek  ahlpping  in 
Britiah  and  American  porta  In  an  effort 
to  supply  the  deficiency  In  food  and 
coal  which  exists  In  Greece  aa  a  result 
of  the  restrictions  Imposes  by  the  En- 
tente  fowere. 

The  Greek  veaaela  will  be  loaded 
with  cargoes  purchased  by  the  Athens 
Government,  which  does  not  anticipate 
the  same  troufJIe  aa  Is  experienced  by 
the  regular  owners  of  the  ships  In  get- 
ting these  uecesaary  commodities  to 
Greece. 

A  dispatch  to  the  Central  News  from 
Cardiff  says  the  object  of  the  Greek 
Government  In  commandeering  Greek 
ships  Is  to  use  them  to  earn'  food- 
stuffs from  the  United  States  to 
Greece.  All  Greek  vessels  of  over 
1,600  tons  net,  loaded  or  empty,  have 
been  ordered  to  proceed  to  Hampton 
Koads  Immediately,  according  to  the 
dispatch. 


Turkey's    Army 

LONDON,  Dae.  14.— Replying  to  a 
question  In  the  ilotfse  of  Commons  to- 
day.

ROMH,    Dec.    14.— The    Italian    report 
on  the  progress  of  hostilities  says: 

"During  the  l*th  the  enemy  contin- 
ued to  bombard  persistently  our  posi- 
tions along  tho  Isonso  front.  We  re- 
plied  effectively. 

"There  is  nothing  further  to  report."

CONSTANTINOPLE.  Dec.  14.— The 
following  official  communication  was 
Issued  today: 

"There  is  no  newa  from  the  Irak 
front. 

"On  the  Caucasus  front  surprise  at- 
tacks at  several  points  were  repulsed. 

"On  the  Dardanelles  front  an  enemy 
armored  cruiser,  assisted  by  an  obser- 
vation balloon,  bombarded  our  position 
near  Anafarta.  Our  artillery  replied, 
successfully  bombarding  the  enemy 
trenches  and  batteries.  Near  Avl  Burnu 
there  have  been  severe  bombing  and  ar- 
tillery engagements.  Near  8edd-el- 
Bahr  on  Saturday  night  the  enemy  fired 
a  large  number  of  shells  against  our 
left  wing.  On  Sunday,  after  firing  for 
hours  bombs  and  aerial  torpedoes 
against  the  same  wing,  the  enemy  at- 
tempted an  attack  which  completely 
fulled  under  the  fire  from  our  artillery. 
The  enemy  was  forced  tp  retire  to  his 
own  trenches  with  great  losses."

WASHINGTON.  Dec  14.— The  United 
States  Government  today  cabled  Am- 
bassador Sharp  at  Paris  for  presenta- 
tion to  the  French  Foreign  Office  a 
note  vigorously  protesting  against  the 
removal  by  the  French  cruiser  Des- 
cartes of  six  Germans  and  Austrlans 
from  the  American  steamships  Caro- 
lina, Cos  mo  and  Han  Juan.  Immediate 
release  of  the  men  is  asked  on  the 
ground  that  the  seizure  of  citizens  of 
any '  nation  from  an  American  vessel 
on  the  high  seas  Is  without  legal  Justi- 
fication, and  constitutes  a  flagrant  vio- 
lation of   American   rights. 

The  note  was  dispatched  by  Secre- 
tary Lansing  with  the  full  approval  of 
President  Wilson.  It  also  is  under- 
stood •  to  have  been  discussed  by  the 
President  with  his  Cabinet  at  today's 
meeting. 

Couched  in  friendly  terms,  the  com- 
munication states  the  American  point 
of  view  emphatically,  and  cites  prece- 
dents employed  In  the  case  of  August 
l'i'iependrluk.  a  German  who  was  re- 
moved from  the  American  ship  Wlnd- 
<nssj,«V-to  the -French  cruiser  Conde  Jn 
November  of  last  year,  and  released 
after  representations  by  the  United 
States. 

.  Attention  la  directed  to  the  fact  that 
the  men  removed  from  the  ahlp  were 
not  embodied  In  "the  armed  forces  of 
the  enemy  as  that  term  Is  used  in  the 
declaration  of  London."  It  Is  asserted, 
however,  that  there  Is  no  Justification 
for  the  removal  of  the  subjects  of  a 
nation  which  Is  an  enemy  of  France 
from  an  American  vessel  on  the  high 
seas  bound  to  a  neutral  port,  even  If 
tbey  could  properly  be  regarded  gs 
military    persons.

LONDON.  Dec.  14. — Mr,  Andrew 
Donar  Law,  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
Colonies,  told  Sir  Edward  Carson  and 
a  few  Unionist  dissenters  in  an  Out-, 
spoken  warntng  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons this  evening  that  further  signs  of 
revolt  would  lead  to  his  retirement  from 
the  Government. 

Mr.  Bonar  Law  was  opposing  a 
motion  backed  by  the  Unionists  for  the 
rejection  of  the  Parliament  bill  intro- 
duced on  Thursday  last  by  Sir  John 
Simon,  Secretary  for  Home  Affairs,  pro- 
viding for  the  continuation  of  the  pre- 
sent Parliament  beyond  the~Ave-year 
period  and-  tha  Postpone  awn  t  of  a  gen- 
eral election  during  the  war.  This 
would  keep  alive  the  plural  voting  bill. 

The  objecting  faction  took  exception 
to  the  prolongation  of  the  life  of  the 
plural  voting  bill  and  urged  the  desir- 
ability of  a  general  election.  Mr.  Ronar 
Law,  after  stating  that  the  present 
compromise  bill  was  his  own  proposal, 
dealt  with  the  Unionist  criticism  of  the 
Government. 

"I  would  say  to  my  Unionist  friends," 
said  the  Secretury,  "that  if  the  time 
comes — I  think  it-  has  not  come  yet — 
that  they  honestly  think  the  war  Is  not 
going  to  he  won  by  this  country  without 
a  change  of  Government,  it  would  be 
better  for  them  to  go  openly.  Into  op- 
position and  move  a  vote  of  no-confl- 
Uence.  We  Unionists  are  members  of 
the  Government  as  the  representatives 
of  our  party,  and  If  in  this  position  we 
hove  lost  the  confidence  of  our  party. 
1  would  feel  that  I  wa~  of  no  further 
use  to  the  Government.  If  my  party 
lost  confidence  in  me  I  would  not 
dreamf  for  a  moment  of  continuing  In 
the  Government." 

Premier  Asqulth  also  participated  in 
the  debate,  lie  declared,  regarding  the 
criticisms  of  the  Government,  that  it 
was  not  gratifying  for  the  Government 
to  sit  silent  day  by  day  under  Impu- 
tations and  suggestions  which  could 
easily  be  refuted  and  blown  into  the  air. 
If  It  were  not  their  bounden  duty  as  the 
trustees  of  the  nation  to  maintain  r.-tl- 
cence. 

Dealing  with  the  till,  the  Premier  de- 
clared that  a  general  election  at  the 
present  time  would  be  a  national  cal- 
amity, but  he  added  that  the  Govern- 
ment was  not  Inflexibly  wedded  to  the 
precise  postponement  named  In  the  bill, 
and  would  be  prepared  to  consider  rea- 
sonable suggestions  for  an  alteration 
of  the  term.

EAGER  TO  ENLIST 

Numbers   Of    Tenths   la     Britain   Try   to 
Oat  Into  Army — Labor  Member  oa

NEW  YORK.  Dec.  14.— A  apeclal  to 
The  Tribune  from  London  says: 

"If  armies  could  be  4nade  ,  from 
youngsters  under  age,  there  would  be 
no  shortage  of  soldiers  here.  From  the 
start  boys  have  tried  every  dodge  to 
get  into  the  army,  and  In  the  rush  of 
the  last  few  days  more  than  ever -have 
made  application. 

"Aa  a  lesson  to  others,  a  youngster 
of  sixteen,  who  swore  he  was  nineteen,' 
was  sentenced  to  a  day  in  prison.  There 
are  many  Instances  of  boys  of  fifteen 
slipping  in,  and  even  serving  with  dis- 
tinction on  the  firing  line.  However 
much  the  Government  appreciates  their 
patriotism,  they  do  not  want  them  now. 

"John  Hodge,  M.  1'.,  chairman  of  the 
Labor  Party,  explained  yesterday  hla 
somewhat  pessimistic  speech  at  Bir- 
mingham on  Sunday. 

"  'I  did  not  mean  to  assert  that  the 
Derby  scheme  had  failed.

This  concerns  the  standpoint  Silken 
that  the  Austria-Hungary  government 
should  oe  familiar  with  the  attitude  of 
the  American  government  regarding  the 
freedom  of  the  seas,  because  President 
Wilson  lad  explained  this  t  >  tha  Ger- 
man government,  thus  implying  that 
Auatrin,  as  Germany's  ally,  should  be 
acquainted  with  the  principles  laid 
down  and  desired  by  Washington. 

Against  this  stand  of  Washington  the 
objection  Is  raised  In  responsible  quar- 
ters here  -  that  the  government  has 
knowledge  of  the  negotiations  In  ths 
Lusltanla  case  only  through  the  press; 
that  It  could  give  to  tbese  reports  no 
diplomatic  value,  and  that  It  has  not 
concerned  itself  In  any  way  with  the 
lusltanla    case. 

It  la  pointed  out  by  the  same  author- 
ity thai  the  American  government  can 
aoannlf-  demand  that  the  imperial  and 
K-'.vjI  government  base  Its  policy  on 
the  newspapers,  and  it  is  suggested 
that  In  any  case  It  would  have  been  bet- 
ter If  Washington  at  the  time  had  eom- 
municated  the  memorandum  of  Ita 
standpoint  to  all  belligerent  .  govern- 
ments, In  which  case  the  present  note 
would   seem   more   justified.

Joseph  P.  Down  and.  James  Guthrie, 
United  States  inspectors  or  hulls  and 
boilers,  who  accompanied  the  District 
Attorney  to  the  ship,  went  nt  once  to 
the  engine  room,  where  they  undertook 
what  they  declared  would  be  a  thorough 
Investigation  of  the  boilers. 

Captain  Gsrllek  Is  said  to  havo  in- 
formed the  district  attorney  that  he  was 
absolutely  In  the  dark  as  to  the  cause 
of  the  ship's  breakdown.  He  said  that 
there  had  been  trouble  with  fire  In  the 
coal  bunkers,  that  the  fire  from  one  of 
the  bunkers  had  eaten  through  to  a 
store  room  and  had  caused  soma  dam- 
age; that  some  of  tha  cos*  was  still 
burning,  but  that  the  fire  waa  well  un- 
der control. 

i  There  had  been  several  alight  ex- 
plosions In  the  bunkers,  he  is  reported 
to  have  aald,  but  they  were  not  regard- 
ed seriously  and  were  presumed  to  have 
been  caused  by-  the  gases  generated  by 
the  burning  coal.

Greece's  situation  diplomatically  has 
i  been  complicated  by  the  request  from 
Germany  to  know  whether  the  Athens 
Cabinet  does  not  look  upon  the  use  of 
Greek  territory  by  the  Entente  Allies 
us  a  breach  of  her  neutrality,  and  thla 
inquiry  la  considered  to  foreshadow 
German  participation  In  tho  pursuit. 
However,  it  la  not  believed  here  that 
the  Germans  have  many  troops  in  thst 
■  part  of  the  Balkans,  their  main  forces 
having  been  diverted  to  Rustchuk  when 
the  Russian  threat  of  an  invasion  of 
Bulgaria  seemed  likely,  and  that,  there- 
fore, the  Kntente  troops  for  the  present 
only  have  to  fear  the  Rulgnrlans,  as 
the  Austrlans  are  still  being  occupied 
in  Montenegro  and  Albania,  where  the 
Montenegrins  and  Berblana  are  keeping 
up  a  stubborn  resistance.  It  has  again 
been  reported  Hint  the  Italians  have 
landed  an  army  on  the  Albanian  coast 
to  go  to  the  assistance  of  the  8erblau* 
and    Montenegrins. 

There  has  been  more  fighting  on  tha 
Gslllpoll  Peninsula.  The  Turks  claim 
to  have  repulsed  an  attack  against  their 
left  wing  at  Sedd-el-Bahr,  but  the  Turk- 
ish official  communication  declared  that 
nothing  new  had  occurred  at  Kut-.U 
Ainara.  where  the  Turks  are  operating 
against  the  British,  who  retired  from 
the  Bagdad  region.

Tried  to  Hire  Him  to  Block

PROVIDUNCE.  R.  1..  Dec.  15.— The 
Providence  Journal  print*  thia  morning 
the  text  of  an  attidavlt  made  by#  Joba ti- 
nea llenrlkua  Van  Koolbergen  lu  Han 
Kranclaco  on  Augu«t  27  laat.  Tbia 
affidavit  goee  into  much  circumatantlal 
evidence  witn  regard  to  an  aiiegeo  •#• 
ganlsed  German  conspiracy  on  the  Pa- 
cific Coaat  with  the  object  of  blowing 
UP  munttloiia  plant*,  on  which  Indict- 
raenta  nave  been  returned  by  a  Federal 
grand  Jury  in  San  Francisco  agalnat 
Baron  Oeorge  Wilhclm  von  Brincken.  an 
attache  of  the  German  consulate  there, 
C.  C.  Crowley  and  lira.  Margaret  Cor- 
nell, detective*.  The  affidavit  aaaerta 
that  rrunz  Bopp,  German  consul-gen- 
eral at  San  Pranclaco,  peraoally  super- 
vised  the  activities  of  Koolbergen  and 
directed  the  alleged  attempt  to  hire  him 
to  blow  up  tunnels  on  the  Canadian  Pa- 
cific Railway  In  Jday  of  the  prevent 
year. 

The  affidavit  also  claims  that  Bopp 
offered  money  for  the  work,  SI. 500  to  be 
paid  to  Koolbergen  under  the  Impres- 
sion that  the  work  had  been  accom- 
plished, when,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  Bopp 
waa  misled  by  Canadian  Pacific  offi- 
cials working  In  conjunction  with  Kool- 
bergen, who  cauaed  stories  to  be  in- 
serted In  the  Canadian  paper*  telling 
of  the  destruction  of  Important  tunnels 
by  mysterious  attacks. 

Consul    Bony    Implicated 

The  affidavit  also  declares  that 
George  Wilhelm  von  Brincken,  Bopp's 
assistant  in  the  San  Francisco  consul- 
ate, worked  out  all  the  details  of  the 
plot,    and    that    he.    and    Bopp    wmt    nvtr 
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maps  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
in  the  consulate  and  directed  the  latter 
where  to  blow  up  the  tunnels,  where 
they  would  Interfere  with  the  trans- 
portation of  munitions  of  war.  The 
affidavit  states  also  that  Koolbergen  was 
Instructed  to  steal  the  dynamite  for 
these  plana  from  certain  construction 
camps  on  the  Canadian  Northern,  the 
location  of  which  waa  outlined  to  him 
by  Bopp  and  Von  Brincken.'  The. affi- 
davit follows: 

"My  name  In  Johannes  Henrikua  Van 
Koolbergen,  my  occupation  is  that  of  a 
civil  engineer.  I  live  in  Mill  Valley. 
Marin   County.  California.      - 

"Some  months  ago,  in  1915,  T  do  not 
remember  the  exact  date,  probably  five 
months  ago,  say  about  April,  I  mel  a 
man  named  Wilhelm  von  Brincken  in 
the  Heidelberg  Cafe  in  San  Francisco. 
Hia  address  was  No.  303  Plcadllly 
apartments.  In  San  Francisco,  and  he 
asked  me  to  call  on  him  there.  I  told 
htm  that  I  Intended  to  go  on  a  trip  to 
Canada,  so  that  I  did  not  think  I  would 
have  occasion  to  do  that  until  I  came 
back.  I  spent  about  five  weeka  going 
up  to  Canada,  and  when  I  came  back  I 
was  informed  by  the  people-  at  the 
house  where  I  lived  that  von  Brincken 
had  called  on  me  a  couple  of  times  by 
telephone,  asking  me  to  come  up  and 
see  him.  Not  knowing  what  he  wanted, 
I  went  to  see  him  at  the  Plcadllly 
apartments  about  the  beginning  of 
April.  He  told  me  that  he  was  an  offi- 
cer in  the  German  army  and  at  present 
working  In  the  aecret  service  of  the 
German  Em  of  re.  and  worked  here  under 
Mr.  Franz  Bopp,  the  .  Imperial  German 
consul.  He  then  told  me  that  he  waa 
Informed  that  I  was  in  Canada  and 
that  my  nationality  and  personality  had 
been  Inquired  into,  by  detectives  on  be- 
half of  the  English  authorities  and  Can- 
ada, and  said:  'Therefore.  I  know  you 
could  do  something  for  us  In  Canada.' 
Thousand   Dollara   Offared 

"I  answered  that  I  was  willing  to  do 
so  if  It  waa  for  an  innocent  purpose. 
I  told  him  I  would  have  no  objection, 
but  that  he  must  first  name  his  price. 
He  said  It  would  be  worth  one  thou- 
sand  dollars  ($1,000).  I  told  him  that 
I  was  too  well  known  in  Canada  and 
that  he  could  hardly  use  my  papers, 
but  if  It  was  worth  one  thousand  dol- 
lars ($1,000)  to  help  a  friend  I  would 
have  no  objection  to  go  myself  and  act 
for  him.     So  he  said: 

'  .'Well,  you  had  better  come  over 
some  day  to  the  German  consulate  and 
I  will  introduce  you  to  the  German 
consul.'  1  went  to  the  German  con- 
sulate and  met  Frans  Bopp.  the  Im- 
perial consul,  and  upon  answering  dif- 
ferent questions  asked  me  by  Bopp.  the 
German  consul.  I  became  very  pro-Ger- 
man In  the  expression  of  my  senti- 
ments. I  left  the  German  consulate 
nnd  was  udmitted  Into  one  of  the  other 
offices  on  the  fifth  floor  of  the  Royal 
Insurance  Building  on  Sansome  Street, 
corner  of  Pine  Street,  San  Francisco, 
and  there  Von  Brincken  came  to  me 
a*aln  and  asked  me  If  I  would  dd  some- 
thing for  him  in  Canada. 

"He  said:  'You  are  the  man;  you  can 
make  good  money.' 

Bavealed  to  Kallway  Officials 
"Von  Brincken  then  aaked  me  to 
come  to  hia  room  In  the  Plcadllly 
Apartmenta  the  next  day.  I  went  In. 
Then  Von  Brincken  told  me  that  they 
were  willing  to  send  me  up  to  Canada 
to  blow  up  one  of  the  railroad  brtdgea 
on  the  Canadian  Pacific  railroad,  or 
one  of  the  tunnels,  or  anything  at  all. 
he  said.  I  asked  him  what  waa  In  It, 
and  he  aald  he  would  talk  it  over  with 
the  German  conaul,  Bopp,  but  he  wanted 
to  know  what  I  approximately  wanted 
for  it.  I  answered  by  aaylng  that  I 
did  not  know  what  such  a  thing  was 
worth,  and  that  he  had  better  make 
soma  proposition  to  ma.  I  don't  re- 
member now  the  exact  amount  of  re- 
numeration  that  he  did  offer  at  that 
time,  but  I  said  I  would  think  It  over. 
About  a  week  and  a  half  after  that  1 
wrote  a  latter  to  Wallace  C.  Orchard, 
who  is  one  of  the  assistants  of  the  gen- 
eral freight  manager  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  in  Vancouver.  B.  C. 
Canada,  giving  substantially  the  fact* 
aa  hereinbefore  stated.  I  received  a  tele- 
gram from  Mr.  Orchard  in  reply,  in  tha 
following   tenor: 

■  "Come  immediately  to  Vancouver; 
your  traveling  expenaea  will  be  paid.' 
I  wired  back  that  I  did  not  have  the 
caah  at  tha  time,  and  asked  Mm  to  ar- 
range far  a  pass  to  Vancouver,  which 
ha  did.  I  received  a  telegram  from 
the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  offices 
to  tb*  effect  that  a  flrat-claaa  panes » 
to  Vancouver  waa  waiting  at  their  office. 
The  ticket  waa  deM voted  to  Ban  by  the 
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Southern  Pacific  Railway  Company,  at 
the  Palace  Hotel  Building.  In  the 
meantime,   I   had   accepted  von   Brlnck 


en'a  proposition  to  go  to  Canada,  and 
h«  offered  me  $500  to  defray  my  ex- 
penses. As  at  that  time  I  did  not  know 
whether  the  acceptance  of  that  money 
would  bring  me  into  any  trouble.  I  told 
him  that  I  had  sufficient  funds  to  get 
along  until  I  came  back.  On  different 
occasions  in  his  room.  Von  Brincken 
showed  me  maps  and  Information  about 
Canada,  and  pointed  out  to  me  where 
he  wanted  the  act  to  be  done.  It  was 
to  be  between  Revelatoke  and  Vancou- 
ver, on  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railroao, 
and  I  was  to  get  $3,000  in  cash  for 
the  successful  blowing  up  of  a  military 
train  or  bridge  or  tunnel.  There  are 
many  tunnels  and  bridges  •  there  and 
military  trains  pass  every  three  or  four 
days. 

Knew  of  Dynamite  Cargo 

"He  also  knew  when  a  cargo  of  dy- 
namite would  pass.  He 'then  explained 
to  me  how  I  could  get  hold  of  dynamite, 
and  said  that  on  the  other  aide  of  the 
river  on  which  the  Canadian  Pacific 
ran  (I  believe  It  was  the  Fraser  River) 
the  Canadian  Northern  Railway  was  in 
course  of  construction,  and  they  had 
powder  and  dynamite  magazines,  built 
at  Intervals  along  their  line,  and  said  it 
would  be  very  easy  to  ateal  some  of  the 
dynamite. 

"In  the  month  <»f  May  I  went  to  Can- 
ada and  arrived  in  Vancouver  on  a  Sun- 
day morning,  somewhere  around  8 
o'clock.  I  telephoned  immediately  to 
Orchard.  He  came  to  visit  me  about  2 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon  in  the  Elysium 
Hotel  and  I  spent  most  of  the  day  at 
Mr.  Orchard's  home.  Next  morning  he 
took  me  up  to  the  office  of  the  intelli- 
gence officials  and  I  met  Mr.  Tweedale 
there,  where  I  made  the  statements  as 
made  heretofore.  Mr.  Tweedale  was  In- 
troduced by  me  fa.  a  man  by  the  name  of 
W.  H.  HendersonXgencral  manager  of 
the  Great  West  Pennanent  Loan  Com- 
pany, who  had  knownVe.  for  a  couple 
of  years  In  Canada,  so  that  I  was  Identi- 
fied there  by  both  Mr.  Orchard,  who  had 
known  me  three  years  in  Montreal,  and 
Mr.  Henderson,  who  had  known  me  two 
yeara  In  Calgary. 

"On  Monday  night.  Mr.  Tweedale  and 
I  went  to  Victoria,  B.C..  to  see  the  com- 
manding district  officer,  Mr.  Ogllvle, 
where  the  statement  made  by  me  was 
road  and  the  following  scheme  was 
agreed  upon: 

"With  the  assistance  of  the  officials 
of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Com- 
pany a  statement  should  appear  in  the 
papers  of  the  fact  that  a  tunnel  was 
caved  in  on  one  of  the  curves  in  the 
Selkirk*.  In  order  to  prove  the  blowing 
up  of  this  tunnel  I  at  the  same  time 
was  to  send  a  letter  to  von  Brincken 
stating  that  something  waa  going  to 
happen  In  a  couple  of  days. 

Story    Sent  to   Freaa 

"Then  Mr.  Peters,  of  the  Canadian 
Pacjflc  Railway  Company  agreed  to  the 
plan,  and  in  the  papers  appears/)  a  news 
Item  substantially  as   follows: 

"The  headline  waa  'Trouble  on  the 
Railroad.' 

"The  story  ran:  'Report  was  received 
this  morning  that  one  of  the  tunnels  In 
the  Selkirk*  had  caved  in.  and  railway 
traffic  had  been  considerably  delayed. 
The  cause  of  It  Is  unknown  to  the  rail- 
way officials,  but  the  officials  are  inves- 
tigating. Mr.  Peters,  the  general  super- 
intendent, the  divisional  district  engin- 
eer and  other  officials  left  laat  night  for 
the  mountains.' 

"So  when  this  appeared  In  the  papers 
I  wrote  a  postcard  to  Von  Brincken,  of 
which  tha  contents  were  about  aa  fol- 
lows: 

"  'On  front  page'  of  Vancouver  paper* 
of  auch  a  data  (I  think  that  It  waa  the 
10th  of  May)  newa  appears  of  a  flood 
In  Japan.  Our  syetetn  may  ho  in 
trouble,  so  wire  here  at  the  Elysium 
Hotel' 

"Tha  intention  was  to  gat  Von  Brinck- 
en to  send  on  an  answer.  The  meaning 
of  thia  postcard  waa  to  show  him  that 
on  aame  page  also  waa  thia  report  of 
a  cave-In  In  the  tunnel.  I  sent  this 
postcard  to  Jess  Miller.  I  waa  paid  by 
the  Canadian  authorities  my  expanses 
aa  promleed  In  the   telegram. 

"Von  Brincken  always  aigned  hia  let- 
ter* 'Jack.'  and  they  were  mostly  for* 
warded  by  C.  C.  Crowley,  a  former  de- 
tective for  tha  Southern  Pacific  Railway 
Company,  but  who  la  now  at  tha  time 
employed  aa  a  secret  agent  by  the  Oar- 
man  conaul  In  San  Francteco.  Aa  I 
understand  It.  Crowley  had  orders  to 
aoad  those  telegram*  rrom  Oakland,  and 
aa  a  matter  of  fact  I  received  on*  tele- 
'  gram  from  Otklaad.  Whan  I  cam*  back 
to  San  Francisco  It  waa  on  a  Sunday 
night  I  aaw  Von  Brincken  next  morn- 
ing and  ha  told  ma  that  ho  had  an* 
awered  by  telegram  my  postcard  aa  fol- 
lows. 

■  'Would  Ilk*  to  .send  some  flower*  to 
your  wife,  but  do  not  know  ber  ad- 
dress.' 

Meaning  that  b*  wanted  tb*  address 


of  my  wife  to  send  there  a  letter  which 
would  have  been  forwarded  to  me.  and 
ho  then  and  there  hajided  me  two  hun- 


drcd  dollars  In  United  States  green- 
backs und  told  me  to  come  up  to  the 
office  of  the  German  consulate  and  get 
the  balance,  as  he  wanted  Mr.  Bopp,  the 
German  consul,  to  take  some  respon- 
sibility  in   this  matter   himself. 

Talk*  With  Consul 
"When  I  came  up  to  the  office  of  the 
German  consulate  I  was  let  into  the 
private  office  of  Mr.  Bopp,  the  German 
consul,  where  were  present  Mr.  Von 
Schack,  the  German  vice-consul;  the  said 
Von  Brincken  and  Mr.  Frans  Bopp.  the 
German  consul  himself.  They  asked  me 
to  tell  my  story,  ahowlng  me  a  map  of 
British  Columbia.  I  made  objection  to 
doing  that  in  the  presence  of  three  peo- 
ple, and  Mr.  Bopp,  the  German  consul, 
indignantly  rose  up  and  said  all  three 
were  sworn  In  and  that  I  could  without 
any  fear  tell  what  I  had  done  for  the 
consul  and  the  Fatherland.  I  told  him 
what  I  had  done, in  Canada.  My  con- 
versations with  the  consul  were  always 
in  German.  I  related  my  story  as  it 
was  written  out  for  me  by  the  division- 
al engineer  of  the  Canadian  Paciflo 
Railway,  and  not  satisfied  with  my 
story  they  wanted  to  get  some  further 
proof.  I  had  already  given  them  the 
four  copies  of.  the  different  Vancouver 
papers,  which  I  brought  with  ma  As 
I  am  slightly  acquainted  with  the 
Dutch  vice-consul,  Mr.  Van  Roggen,  In 
Vancouver,  B.  C,  I  wrote  a  letter  to 
him  asking  him  to  Inquire  of  the  gen- 
eral superintendent  of  the  Canadian  Pa- 
cific Railway  why  a  car  of  freight  which 
was  expected  from  the  East  had  not 
arrived  yet  and  to  kindly  wire  ma  at 
my  expense.  In  the  meantime  I  wired 
I  Mr.  Orchard  to  send  me  the  following 
telegram: 

"  'Superintendent  refuses  Information. 
Found  out,  however,  that  freight  has 
been  delayed  eleven  days  on  account  of 
accident  (Signed)  V.  R.' 

Money    Paid   Over 

"I  received  this  telegram  at  tha  Palace 
Hotel  via  the  Postal  Telegraph  Com- 
pany, and  armed  with  the  message  I 
went  to  see  the  German  consul.  It 
must  be  here  stated  that  Mr.  Bopp,  the 
German  consul,  wrote  himself  to  Mr. 
Van  Roggen.  I  only  furnished  the  ad- 
dress. With  the  telegram  I  went  to  seo 
the  German  consul,  Mr.  llopp,  who  or- 
dered the  vice-consul,  Mr.  Von  Schack, 
to  pay  me  the  additional  expense  of 
three  hundred  dollars  (.$300)  traveling 
expenses,  which  made  Ave  hundred -dol- 
lars   ($500)    total. 

"Mr.  ilor  p.  the  German  consul,  or- 
dered Mr.  Von  Bchack  to  get  the  money 
from  the  safe,  and  it  was  paid  to  me  In 
grecnacks  in  the  presence  or  Mr.  Von 
Schack.  the  vice-consul  of  Germany, 
Mr.  Bopp,  the  German  consul,  and  Mr. 
Von  Brincken.  I  agreed  that  I  would  ba 
satisfied  with  seventeen  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  ($1.7u0)  the  next  day,  so  I 
wrote  a  little  note  to  the  German  con- 
sul. In  which  I  stated  that  it  would  not 
be  in  his  interest  to  let  me  wail,  any 
longer,  and  that  unless  I  got  the  settle- 
ment before  next  day  at  I  o'clock  our 
relations  would  notr  be  friendly  any 
more.  Then  Von  Brincken  the  next  day 
handed  a  letter  to  a  man  by  the  name 
of  Elsenhuth,  who  handed  the  letter  to 
me  at  the  Palace  Hotel.  The  contents 
of  the  letter  were  substantially  as  fol- 
io wa: 

"  'Will  settle  this  afternoon.— Jack,' 
written  In  Von  Brincken'a  handwriting. 
This  letter  1  sent  to  the  authorities  In 
Canada.  1  know  Von  Brincken'a  hand- 
writing very  well,  and  have  seen  him 
write  frequently.  I  met  Von  Brincken 
that  afternoon  and  he  brought  seventeen 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($1,750)  in 
greenbacks.  Von  Brincken  had  made 
arrangements  before  that  with  me  that 
he  should  get  a  certain  portion  of  the 
money  from  me,  and  1  waa  paid  fifteen 
hundred  dollara  ($1,500).  Two  hundred 
and  flf*y  dollars  he  got  himself;  he  re- 
tained that  amount.  Thia  took  place  In 
the  Palace  Hotel  on  the  mcsxanlne  floor 
In  the  lobby.  Von  Brincken  stated  that 
I  had  to  aign  a  receipt,  but  aa  the 
amount  waa  rather. high  they  put  It  at 
■even  hundred  dollar*  In  the  receipt  for 
aecret  service  work  and  travelling  ex- 
penses. The  receipt  w*a  for  seven  hun- 
dred dollara   ($700). 

"When  I  asked  about  thia  he  aald  they 
could  easily  account  for  tha  other 
amount,  and  that  If  anybody  wanted  to 
prove  our  relationship  (the  relation* 
with  me)  he  could  say  It  was  In  tha 
aecret  aervlce.  Van  Brincken  also  told 
me  that  a  man  with  one  of  the  steam- 
ship companies  by  tha  name  of  CapelLe 
wa*  trying  to  And  about  the  extant  of 
tha  damage  dona  to  the  tunnel,  but  that 
be  could  not  get  Information.  Von 
Brincken  aald  that  this  man  waa  agent 
for  one  of  the  big  steamship  compauie*. 
I  have  some  of  the  greenback*  given 
me    by    Von  Brincken    now    in  my  poe-

"On  December  7  wa  exploded  a  mine 
and  auccaasfully  blow  up  a  German  gal- 
lery from  which  sounds  of  mining  had 
been  beard. 

"The  enemy  haa  displayed  Increas- 
ing activity*  In  patrolling.  On  the  night 
of  December  •  an  enemy  bombing  party 
waa  dlacovered  approaching  our 
trenehea  Rapid  Are  waa  opened  and 
the  enemy  driven  off.  Our  patrola  also 
have  been  active.  On  the  night  of  De- 
cember •  a  email  patrol  under  Lleuts. 
Rant  and  Kvana,  of  the  2nd  Canadian 
Mounted  Hides,  reconnoitred  a  small 
work  constructed  In  front  of  the  enemy 
lines  on  the  previous  nlgpt. 

"On  the  night  of  December  7  a  pa- 
trol of  Royal  Canadian  Dragoons  under 
Lleuts.  Lindsay  and  Irving  entered  a 
German  sap  and  followed  it  inward  to 
the  edge  of  the  German  wire.  At  this 
point  a  German  patrol  was  encountered 
and  bombed,  after  which  our  patrol 
withdraw  safely. 

"On  the  night  of  December  7-8  a  pa- 
trol of  our  Second  Battalion,  under 
Lieut.  Richardson,  cut  through  the 
enemy's  wire  and  cllmped  on  top  of  his 
parapet.  A  party  of  five  Germans  was 
aeen  In  the  trench  and  successfully 
bombed. 

"On  the  afternoon  of  December. 8  Pte. 
Lindsay,  of  Lord  Strathcona'a  Horse, 
crawled  out  from  our  lines  and  looked 
over  the  enemy's. parapet.  After  count- 
ing the  enemy  In  the  trench  and  Iden- 
tifying the  regimental  badges  on  their 
caps,  he  returned  undetected  to  our 
linos. 

"Some  cases  of  'trench  feet'  and  Influ- 
enza have  been  reported,  but  the  gen- 
eral health  of  our  troops  continues 
good."

Francisco    in    September,    1910. 

Mro.  Lena  Jngersoll,  who  conducted 
a  rooming  house  in*San  Francisco,  tes- 
tified that  McXamara,  under  the  name 
of  J.  B.  Bryco,  rented  a  room  In  her 
house  on  September  4,  1910,  and  occu- 
pied it  for  ten  days.  She  sulci  she 
knew  Schmidt  and  that  he  came  to  her 
place    often    to    see    McNamara. 

"It  seemed  as  if  Schmidt  was  cither 
at  my  house  with  Bryce  or  telephon- 
ing to  him  most  of  the  time,"  she  de- 
clared.

INDUSTRIAL  CENSUS 

Special  Enumeration  of  Oaaadlaa  Manu- 
factures to  Bo  Hade  by  Census 
Bureau  West  Month 


OTTAWA.  Dec.  14. — A  special  census 
of  Canadian  manufactures  is  to  be  tak- 
en next  month  by  the  bureau  of  census 
und  statistics.  In  place  of  the  ordinary 
method  of  enumeration,  the  figures  will 
be  secured  by  post,  a  form  being  sent 
to  all  manufacturers.  They  will  be 
asked  to  furnish  detail-,  of  the  capital 
invested,  the  number  or  employees  on 
the  15th  of  each  month  and  especially 
the  volume  of  production,  distinguish- 
ing between  war  order-:  and  general 
business. 

R.  II.  Coats,  director  of  the  census, 
made  this  announcement  In  the  course 
of  an  informal  talk  3-esterday  with  the 
economic  and  development  commission. 
Which,  as  a  preliminary  to  Its  work,  Is 
gathering  Information  and  statistics. 
Mr.  Coats  gave  the  commission  many 
valuable  hints  as  to  securing  figures 
of  agricultural  production.  He  said 
that  the  method  heretofore  pursued  is 
defective  in  many  ways,  and  that  plans 
are  being  outlined  looking  to  greater 
system  and  accuracy  in  regard  to  such 
statistics. 

The  commission  has  had  correspond- 
ence from  a  number  of  farmers'  organ- 
isations embodying  views  on  the  differ- 
ent subjects  within  the  scope  of  Its 
functions,  and  'more  of  this  Information 
Is  to  be  secured.  Later  the  commission 
will  visit  various  centres  and  take  evi- 
dence.

of  Canada  in  the  war  In  mo  striking  a 
light,  that  it  will  bear  repetition  and 
some  comment: 

Every  day  the  propaganda  that  I  took 
up  eeveral  years  ago,  of  the  reasonable- 
naaa  and  necessity  of  a  "Partnership 
of  the  English-speaking  nations,"  is 
coming  into  force  and  fruit.  We  must 
get  together,  or  democracy  will  fail, 
and  It  is  not  right  for  great  America 
to  ask  its  neighbor,  smaller  Canada, 
alone,  on  behalf  of  its  hemisphere,  to 
take  up  the  fight  against  militarism. 
The  fight  Canada  is  making  (the  scien- 
tific cleanliness  of  It.  the  physical  cour- 
age of  It)  places  the  Canadian,  national 
and  individual,  at  the  highest  point,  as 
a  specimen  of  the  finished  Anglo-Saxon 
the  world's  chief  product  of  a>  man.  N« 
honors,  no  praise,  no  encouragement, 
no  friendship,  can  ever  be  enough  for 
Americans  to  offer  Canadians  in  fu- 
ture, for  the  work  they  have  done,  the 
heroic  sacrifices  they  have*  endured.  •  f or

the  English-speaking  race,  and  for  the 
principle  of  democracy.  American 
hearts  are  the  same  as  the  Canadian;

We!'  oo  not  suppose  that  many  of  us 
stopped*  to  think  of  Mr.  .  Thompson's 
chief  point.  The  population  of  the  two 
Americas  is'  about  170,000,000.  These 
people  occupying  upwards  of  ^11,000,000 
square  miles  of  land.  All  of  them  and 
all  this  territory  are  threatened  by 
German  aspiration  for  world  domina- 
tion. Each  of  the  sixteen  countries 
which  comprise  the  twb  American  Is 
under  democratic  rule.  If  German 
Ideals  shall  prevail,  each  of  them  would 
he  a  satrapy  governed  by  a  German 
princeling,  taking  his  orders  from  Pots- 
dam. The  imprint  of  the  Prusslun  Jack- 
boot„!jrould  be  over  all  the  land  from 
Point  Barrow  on  the  north  to  Cape 
Morn/  on  the  south.  The  people  would 
order  their  ways  to  the  clank  of  Oer- 
.  man  sabres.  There  Is  no  doubt  at  all 
about,  this,  for  onco  let  the  European 
Entente  Powers  be  overthrown  and  Ger- 
many,  would  be  In  a  position  to  ride 
roughshod  over  America,  AJ1  .fax-see- 
ing men  realise  this.  Yet  of  all  this 
170,009,000  people,  whose  future  hangs 
in  the;  balance,  the  8,000,000  of  Cana- 
dians alone  have  taken  up  arms  in  .de- 
fence of  democracy,  which  the  other 
K7.Ooo.000  profess  to  have  equally  at 
heart  with   ourselves. 

Canada  need  not  have  gone  to  war. 
Never  lose  Sight  of  that  fact.  We  nre 
a  self-governing  people,  and  If  we  had 
refused  to  permit  our  son?  to  go  to 
European  battlefields,  no  power  would 
have  gndcrtaken  to  tell  us  that  they 
must  go.  Wo  .were  not  even  asked  to 
give  our  assistance.  Whether  wo  would 
have  been  asked  need  not  bo  here  dls- 
cussefci  (We.  offered  what  wo  had  to 
offer.  We  were  engaged  in  developing 
our  great  lVd.  and  it  was  occupying 
our  minds  and  hands:  but  we  declared 
that  project*  of  peace  must  await  until 
tho  great  problem  of  war  was  settled.

can**.  It  has  come  about  In  the  pro- 
vidence of  (i„d  that  the  Union  Jack 
ia  tbe  emblem  or  liberty,  equal  rights 
and  Christian  civilisation.  We  rallied 
around  the  Union  Jack,  but  we  did  not 
stop  to  think  just  what  that  meant.  If 
the  full  meaning  or  what,  we  have  done 
is  only  now  being  brought  home  to  ua,. 
and  that  by  a  writer  who  |8  „ot  orJ 
of  ourselves,  we  do  not  know  that  we 
need  feel  ashamed,  a.  a  people  Cana- 
dians have  been  building  greater  and 
more  wisely  than    they   knew. 


The  statistics  of  British  .trade  for 
the  first  ten  months  of  the  current  year 
are  interesting  and  suggestive,  especial- 
ly when  compared  with  the  returns  for 
the  corresponding  months  of  the  pa«t 
two  years.  The  variation  in  the  three 
years  is  less  than  $200,000,000,  includ- 
ing exports,  imports  and  re-exports. 
The  decrease  In  exports  since  1913  Is 
about  $100,000,000  and  the  increase  in 
imports  to  about  $409,000,000,  a  small 
amount  in  view  of  what  we  have  been 
told  concerning  the  stupendous  amount 
of  British,  purchases  abroad.

(These  statistics  only  cover  nine 
months.)  in  1913  British  trade  with 
the  United  States,  exports  and  Imports, 
amounted  in  round  numbers  to  $575,- 
0.00,000  in  value.  In  1914  the  value  was 
$600,000,000,  and  in  1915  $900,000,000. 
On  the  other  hand,  trade  with  Canada 
decreased.  It  was  in.  value  $187,000,000 
in  1913,  $170.000>tfd  taolM*  and  ncur,ly; 
$200,000,000  In  the  present  year. 

In  the  rettyn  from  which  the  above 
figures  are  taken  wc  tlnd  some  British 
crop  statistic*.  From  these  we  learn 
that  tho  acreage  under  cultivation  in 
England  and  Wales  was  much  the  same 
In  1915  ub  In  1914,  but  that  the  yield 
of  crops  was  greater.  The  wheat  crop 
wus  neaidy  20  per  cent  larger  than  in 
1914  and  was  the  largest  on  record  in 
seventeen  years.  The  prices  of  meats 
is  also  given  and  we  find  that  the  in- 
crease has  been  general,  though  not 
great.  The  greatest  advance  between 
October,  1913  and  1915  was  In  domestic 
pork,  which  Is  much  the  most  expensive 
of  dressed  meats.  The  wholesale  price 
of  this  has  advanced  3.13  pence  In  two 
years.  Domestic  beef  advanced  1.69 
pence  and  the  advance  in  other  meats 
varied   between    these   extremes.

It  is  re- 
ported that  arrangements  are  new.  be- 
ing made  to  quarter  the  new  battalion 
at  the  Capital,  which  already  has  as 
n>an.v  unlta  as  Vancouver,  although  this 
city  has  helped  and  is  helping  to  bring 
the  Vancouver  island  units  up  to 
"trength.  It  Is  understood  that  the 
Board  of  Trade  will  take  the  matter  up 
with  the  District  Officer  Commanding. 

"At  present  la  Vancouver  there  are  the

"On  the  other  hand,  Victoria  has  the 
S7th  Battalion,  Western  Scots,  the  88th 
Battalion.  Victoria  Fusiliers,  end  the 
103rd  Battalion,'  being  raised  by  the 
Independent  Squadron  B.  C.  Horse.  The 
Central  Recruiting  Depot  here  and  sev- 
eral local  regiments  sent  hundreds  of 
men  over  to  the  first  two  of  these 
three  battalions,  and  Vancouver  is  now 
called    upon   for  recruits   for   tho  IMrd. 

"The  143rd  Battalion,  n.  C.  Bantams, 
will  not  be  a  purely  Victoria  battalion, 
or  be  raised  by  any  particular  regi- 
ment. The  "short  men"  will:  come 
from  all  over  British  Columbia,  and 
most  of  them  will  be  contributed  by 
Vancouver.  'Why  should  Vancouver 
send  a  big  payroll  over  to  the  Capital 
when  one  Is  badly  needed  here?'  the 
merchants  ask. 

"Incidentally,  although  this  city  la  re- 
cruiting the  131st  Battalion.  Western 
Irish,  the  battalion  is  being  quartered 
at  New  Westminster,  but  there  is  rea- 
son for  this,  since  the  barracks  at 
Queen's  Park  cannot  be  excelled.  The 
fair  grounds  and  various  regimental 
headquarters  of  the  Capital,  however, 
have  been  crowded  to  make  room  for 
more  units.

TO  RUSH  RECRUITING 

FOR  158TH  BATTALION 

Copt.  Charles  Milne,  o.  C. .  the  f  th 
D.  C.  O.  R.,  has  received  confirmation 
of  hid  appointment  to  the  command  of 
the  168th  Battalion,  C.  E.  F..  with  the 
rank  of  lieutenant-colonel. 

Although  until  the  official  appoint- 
ment was  announced,  actual  mobilisa- 
tion could  not  be  started,  preliminary 
organisation  work  In  connection  with 
the  overseas  battalion  of  the  «th  la  al- 
ready well  advanced.

rot'   for  active  duty. 

Col.  Milne  says  that  an  active  recruit- 
ing campaign  would  be  started  right 
away.  Ite  has  received  offers  from 
many  prominent  citizens  -to  assist  en- 
listment by  their  personal  and  business 
Influence.  Letters  of  application  for 
enlistment  have  been  received  from  all 
Parts  of  the  Province.  The  Oth  D.  C. 
C.  II.,  which  is  the  senior  corps  in  the 
district,  Is  highly  regarded  In  military 
circles,  .and  many  men  who  have  de- 
ferred enlistment  up  to  the  present  sre 
now  planning  to  Join  the  168th  which 
Will  be  a  distinctive  Connaught  Rifle 
force. 

The  band  of  the  oth  has  volunteered 
as  a  body.  Bandmaster  Oorse  has  sub- 
mitted an  offer  on  behalf  of  his  men 
to  Join  the  168th.

The  order  Issued  by  Col.  A.  T.  Ogll- 
vie,  D.  O.  C,  on  Friday,  December  10, 
declaring  saloons,  bars  and  drinking 
p.1  aces  out  of  bounds  to  soldiers  of  all 
ranks  of  the  military  district  between 
9:30  p.m.  and  12  noon,  came  into  effect

COL  Ogilvie,  In  discussing  the  matter, 
yesterday,  stated  that  he  expected  the 
llcenceea  of  Victoria,  ss  well  as  of  other 
parts  of  the'  Province,  to  co-operate 
With  the  military  in  the  enforcement  of 
the  regulation..  He  did  not  think  that 
there  would  be  any  trouble  in  making 
It  effective.'  The  men  of  all  units,  as 
well  as  the  officers.  Were  acquainted 
with  the  rule  and  did  not  need  to  be  told 
Of  what  the  probable  result  would  be  if 
they  were  found  breaking  it. 

Aa  to  the  position  of  the  llcenceea, 
the  D.  O.  C.  did  not  care  .to  commit 
himself.  He  Intimated  that.  In  the 
event  of  any  deliberately  disregarding 
the  regulation,  there  were  ways  and 
means  of  penalising  them.  It  was  not 
his  desire  to  adopt  this  attitude,  he* 
cause  he  did  not  believe  it  was  neces- 
sary. When  the  responsible  dealers 
realised  that  they  wore  being  asked  to 
render  their  assistance  he  was  sure 
that  they  could  be  depended  on  to  do  so. 
Besides,  he  proposed  taking  the  matter 
up  with  the  Licensed  Victuallers'  Asso- 
ciation, and.  possibly,  with  the  Licence 
Commissioners  of  the  various  cities 
with  a  view  to  having  those  concerned 
formally  notified  hot  to  serve  soldiers 
within  the  hours  named.

Ministers  of  Prairie  Provinces 
Speak  of  Harvests'  Imme- 
diate Effect — Few  Diffi- 
culties in  Moving  Crop, 


Condition*  on  the  Prairie*  are  very 
promising  and  the  improved  situation 
there  will  Mhortly  matte  itself  felt  in 
British  Columbia,  according  to  (our 
Provincial  minister*  who  yesterday 
reached  the  city  In  the  persona  of  Hon. 
J.  A.  Colder,  Minister  of  Hallways,  of 
Saskatchewan:  Hon.  U.  A.  Boll.  Pro- 
vincial Treasurer,  of  Saskatchewan, 
Hon.  i.  R  Boyle,  Minister  of  Educa- 
tion, Alberta,  and  Hon.  T.  H.  Johnson. 
Minister  of  Public  Works.  Manitoba. 

They  report"  that  the  splendid  harvest 
has  had  an  immediate  effect  on  the  in- 
dustrial and  business  life,  and  In  the 
three  Provinces  financial  conditions  are 
so  much  Improved  as  to  bo  hardly  re- 
cognisable compared  with  conditions 
prevalent  a  year  ago. 

Mr.  Colder  suited  that  the  Western 
wheat  crop  was  being  well  looked  after. 
There  was  a  certain  amount  of  congea- 
tion  In  the  elevators,  but  the  farmers 
were  not  worrying  much  about  that, 
and,  considering  the  immensity  of  the 
crop,  very  few  difficulties  had  been  ex- 
perienced. 

Recruiting  is  going  on  well,  according 
to  Mr.  Bell.  The  second  battalion  of  a 
Winnipeg  regiment  was  recently  re- 
cruited in  two  weeks.  The  visitors  are 
much  surprised  at  the  vigor  of  the  re- 
cruiting In  British  Columbia.  They 
think  It  an  excellent  idea  to  have  a 
Bantam  Regiment 

The  visitors  are  much  enamored  of 
the  fine  climate  of  Victoria  and  of  the 
scenic  beautlea  of  the  city  and  environs, 
which  yesterday  they  were  enabled  to 
Inspect  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Hon.

RETURNED  SOLDIERS 


Secretary  of  Military  Hospi- 
tals' Commission  Explains 
Procedure  From  Time  Men 

'  Arrive  in  Canada, 


Hon.  Dr.  Young,  chairman  or  the  re- 
turned Soldiers'  Aid  Commission  fJi.C.), 
has  received  the  appended  letter  from 
the  secretary  of  the  Military  Hospitals 
Commission,  which  he  desires  should 
get  full  publicity  in  order  that  all  those 
interested  may  see  Just  what  provision 
Is  made  /or  the  men  who  are  returning 
to  their  homes  from  the  front. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  paragraph  3 
states  that  when  $10  only  is  paid  a  man 
at  Quebec  the  balance  will  be  sent  to 
him  In  care  of  the  A.D.M.8.  of  the  dis- 
trict to  which  he  proceeds.  Dr.  Young 
explains  that  there  have  been  a  number 
of  cases  here  where  men  have  been  put 
to  serious  inconvenience  and  trouble 
through  a  delay  in  receipt  of  their 
cheques.  The  Provincial  commission 
has  wired  the  authorities  at  Ottawa  with 
reference  to  this  matter  and  expects 
shortly  to  be  in  a  position  to  deal  with 
It  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  concerned. 
The  letter  reads  as  follows: 

"Tn  accordance  with  a  request  made 
at  the  conference  held  this  week  In  Ot- 
tawa I  have  the  honor  to  Inform  you 
that  the  following  is  the  procedure  with 
regard  to  Invalid  returned  soldiers  of 
the  Canadian   Expeditionary   Force. 

"On  arrival  at  Quebec,  they  are  taken 
to  the  discharge  depot,  where  each  man 
Is  examined  by  a  medical  board,  which 
decides  whether  he  requires  further 
medical  or  surgical  treatment,  whether 
hi*  disability  will  he  Improved  by  a  stay 
In  a  convalescent  home  sanatorium,  or 
other  Institution,  and  whether  he  ap- 
pears   to   have  a   clnim    for   pension. 

"Those  who  are  not  likely  to  be  bene- 
fited by  treatment  in  a  convalescent 
home  but  are  shown  to  have  a  claim  for 
pension  are  discharged,  and  provided 
with  transportation  to  their  homes.  In 
addition,  they  are  given  one  month's 
pay  In  accordance  with  their  rank  (11.10 
per  day  and  upwards),  together  with 
one  month's  subsistence  allowance  at 
7S  cents  per  dsy  and  any  accrued  pay. 
Provided  that,  except  in  special  cases, 
only  aiO  will  be  given  to  any  man  at 
Quebec,  and  the  balance  will  be  sent  to 
him  by  cheque  by  the  officer  command- 
ing the  discharge  depot,  to  the  care  of 
the  A.D.M.8.  of  the  division  or  district 
to  which  the  man  proceeds;  to  be  deliv- 
ered to  him  on  registering  his  address 
in  person  or  by  letter.  Subsequent  pay 
and  allowance  will  he  Issued  monthly 
from  headquarters  at  Ottawa,  until  the 
claim  for  pension  has  been  disposed  of, 
when  discharge  from  the  service  will  be 
carried   out.  v 

"Those  requiring  treatment  are  sent 
either  to  a  military  hospital  or  to  a  con- 
valescent home,  or  some  other  Institu- 
tion, as  the  medical  board  may  decide, 
and  will  there  undergo  such  treatment 
as  may  be  prescribed,  until  It  is  decided 
by  the  medical  authorities  that  the  disa- 
bility does  not  call  for  further  treat- 
ment, or  that  It  Is  of  a  permanent  na- 
ture. Such  men  will  receive  pay.  and 
separation  allowance  will  be  continued, 
until    their   claim   for   pension   has    been

Tentative  Agreement  Regard- 
ing Distribution  of  Institu- 
tions in  West  Is  Reached  at 
Interprovincial    Conference,

Tentative  arrangements  were  made 
yesterdy  whereby  the  four  Western  Pro- 
vinces, British  Columbia,  Alberta,  Sas- 
katchewan and  Manitoba,  shall  in- 
augurate a  Joint  policy  for  tne  main- 
tenance of  a  number  of  charitable  in- 
stitutions for  the  care  of  the  afflicted. 

The  Inter-Provincial  conference  was 
held  In  the  executive  chamber  at  the 
Parliament  Building*,  the  Hon.  W.  J. 
Bowser  presiding,  there  being  present, 
from  Manitoba,  Hon.  T.  H.  Johnson, 
Minister  of  Public  Works;  Hon.  J.  R. 
Boyle,  Minister  of  Education.  Alberta; 
Hon.  J.  A.  Calder,  Minister  of  Railways, 
and  Hon.  G.  A.  Bell,  Provincial  Trea- 
surer, Saskatchewan.  The  Hon.  H.  i:. 
Young,  Minister  of  Education  for  this 
Province,  and  the  Hon.  W.  R.  Ross, 
Minister  of  Lands,  were  al*o  in  at- 
tendance. 

Both  the  visitors  and  the  Provincial 
ministers  were  In  accord  on  the  great 
necessity  of  there  being  united  and 
joint  action  for  the  maintenance  of  those 
charitable  Institutions  which  are  neces- 
sary In  the  body  politic  of  any  otste, 
but  which  in  Western  Canada  present 
some  unique  problem*  for  governmental 
attention  owing  to  the  tremendous  ex- 
tent of  territory  Involved  and  the  sparse 
and  scattered  population.  While  no 
hard  and  fast  agreement  was  reached, 
an  understanding  on  the  main  points 
was  arrived  at,  and  the  Provincial 
representatives  will  lay  the  various  pro- 
posals before  their  respective  govern- 
ments in  due  course,  when  a  finality  to 
the  matter  will.  It  is  hoped,  be  reached. 

It  was  suggested  that  the  Province 
of  Manitoba  should  In  Its  existing  in- 
stitutions, or  by  providing  new  lnotliu- 
tons,  take  care  of  the  following  classes 
or  children  for  the  other  three  Pro- 
vinces: Deaf  and  dumb  and  Incorrigible* 
of  both  sexes,  separate  institutions  to 
be  provided. 

Deaf  aad  Dumb   Children 

In  the  case  of  Alberta  and  Sas- 
katchewan It  was  proposed  that  the 
deaf  and  dumb  children  at  present  pro- 
vided for  elsewhere  should  be  admitted 
to  the  Manitoba  school  for  the  Fall 
term  of  1916  and  that  children  not  al- 
ready provided  for  should  be  allowed  to 
enter  the  Manitoba  school  at  any  time. 
It  was  further  proposed  that  incorrig- 
ible boys  from  the  otber  Province*  be 
admitted  at  any  time  to  the  Industrial 
Training  School  at  Portage  la  Prairie 
and  that  provision  be  made  by  Msnttoha 
for  smilarly  tnklng  care  of  Incorrigible 
girls  not  later  than  September  1,  1917. 

Another  suggestion  advanced  was 
that  the  four  Western*  Provinces  should 
agree  upon  the  establishment  and  loca- 
tion of  the  other  Institutions  required 
snd  that  these  should  be  made  avsilablo 
for  the  us*  of  the  four  Western  Pro- 
vinces by  September  1.  1*17.  It  was 
upon  Ibis  suggestion  that  the  major 
portion  of  the  time  of  the  session  w*s 
spent  and  much  progress  wss  made  to- 
ward* a  final  agreement. 

It  was  also  put  forward  that  Alberta 
and  Saskatchewan  should  agree  upon 
the  establishment  aitd  maintenance  of 
a  Home  for  Incurable*  for  these  two 
Provinces  by  September  1.  1917.  Boch 
Province  will  in  the  future,  •«  now, 
make  Its  own  arrangements  for  taking 
care  of  the  aged  and  Infirm. 

Dioctmslon  also  centred  on  a  policy 
of  joint  management  for  the  establish- 
ment, maintenance  and  operation  of  the 
Institutions  required.  It  was  agreed 
that  any  arrangement  entered  into 
should  provide  that  the  charges  and 
expense*  borne  by  each  Province  for 
any  Institution  outside  It*  border*  shall 
include  only  its  proportionate  part  of 
the  coot  of  maintenance  and  operation, 
plus  15  per  cent  for  overhead  and  ad- 
ministrative purposes,  that  the  agree- 
ment to  be  mode  for  the  nee  of  aaeh  of 
the'  Inst  I  tnt  Ions  referred  fa  shall  bo 
terminable  by  any  Province  giving  two 
year*'  notice  In  writing  m\  say  Urn* 
after  Ave  yoare  boa  elapsed  from  the)  oo- 
cupotlon   of   *vch    Institution.

Both  these  facta 
bear  testimony  to  the  love  and  esteem 
which  so  many  Victorians  had  for  the 
late  Dr.   Reid.

L.,  members  of  which  attended  In  a 
body.

Interment  took  place  at  Ross  Bay 
cemetery,  where  Rev.  A.  de  B.  Owen 
and  Rev.  T.  W.  Gladstone  officiated  at 
the  commitment  ceremony.

Mr.  Inkster  said  the  work  that  had 
been  accomplished  by  Rev.  Dr.  Reld  in 
the  Interests  of  the  Church  during  his 
long  association  with  it  was  Imperish- 
able. 

"We  are  only  burying  a  small  part  of 
Dr.  Reld,"  he  said.  "The  memory  Of 
him  and  the  achievement*  wrought  by 
hi*  hand*  and  soul  will  ever  live." 

He  did  not  go  Into  Dr.  Reld'*  life  In 
general,  but  rather  touched  upon  the 
more  personal  side  of  his  career  and 
mentioned  several  Incident*  which  illus- 
trated his  line  character  and  love 
for  Ood.  He  had  worked  dur- 
ing a  time  when  physical  were  shaking 
religious  Ideals,  when  to  some  It  was 
difficult  to  get  a  proper  conception  of 
true  morals.  In  the  face  of  all  this, 
Dr.  Reid  had  the  courage  to  believe  in 
prayer  and  In  the  love  of  God.  To  him, 
love  was  greater  than  law,  and  he  both 
practised  and  taught  this  principle.  HI* 
family,  even  hi*  grandchildren,  were  pro- 
fessed Christians  and  engaged  in  Chris- 
tian work. 

In  spite  of  the  great  Influence  of  his 
work.  Dr.  Reid  never  claimed  credit  for 
what  he  had  done.  "It  is  Christ  In  me 
that  It  to  be  praised,"  he  would  say.

C.  Rlectrlc  depot 
yesterday  afternoon  and  thence  con- 
veyed to  the  Provincial  jail  on  Wilkin- 
son Road.  rnsners-by  stopped  and 
siared  as  the  long  line  of  manacled 
Chinamen  marched  through  the  streets, 
and  visions  of  the  chain  gangs  of  ye 
olden  times  floated  across  the  minds  of 
the  spectstors.  It  was  th*  most  Im- 
posing spectacle,  from  a  stsndpolnt  of 
criminology,  that  the  local  blueceata 
have  staged  for  many  year*.  The  pub- 
lic psrsde  In  irons  would  have  been 
something  new  even  for  desperste  char- 
arters.  It  wss  absolutely  unique  in 
the  annals   of  petty  crime. 

The  prisoners  crammed  one  of  the  in- 
teiurlian  ears  to  suffocation,  but  all  Were 
landed  sately  at  the  Provincial  jail.  At 
that  Institution  trouble  doveloped.  The 
demand  for  handcuff*  to  accommodate 
the  prisoners  had  required  the  requisi- 
tion of  every  pair  In  the  possession  of 
the  department.  But  many  of  the  con- 
stables who  loaned  their  ahackte*  for 
the  cession  did  not  aoomnsny  the 
prisoners  further  than  the  depot,  and, 
when  the  latter  arrived  at,  the  Wilkin- 
son Road  Institution.  It  waa  discovered 
that  keya  for  many  of  the  handcuffs 
were  wanting.  A  hurry-up  call  came  In 
from  the  jail,  and  necessitated  a 
round-tip  of  the  police  constable*  In  the 
city  before  the  key*  could  be  secured 
and  sent  out  to  the  Jali. 

The  prisoner*  will  serve  twenty-five 
day*  at  the  Provincial  Jail,  the  month'* 
sentence  being  reduced*  to  that  extent 
for  good  conduct.  Tb«y  will  therefore 
be  back  In  their  old  haunts  In  time  to 
celebrate  the  Chinees  Xew  Tear.  and. 
In  the  meantime,  will  undoubtedly  en- 
joy Infinitely  better  fare  than  they 
would  if  they  anent  the  Intervening 
time  In  Chinatown,  as  practically  all 
those  taken  to  the  Jail  are  destltut*. 
and  hev*  boon  IlTing  on  what  thotr  fel- 
low Orientals  contributed.  Condition* 
In  Chinatown  at  nraoent  ar*  anything 
but  affluent  by  roaaon  of  the  largo 
number  of  men  out  Of  work.  A  raoalt 
of  the  raid  will  he  that  the  ninety  moo 
sent  to  jell  wilt  be  kept  at  the  rtpanae 
**  the  city  Instead  of  being 
by  their  own  folk.

real.  Thi*  action  will  be  taken  on  * 
technical  ground.  Sergeant  Pry,  when 
he  submitted  hla  report  to  the  magis- 
trate, on  which  report  the  warrant  was 
issued,  set  forth  that  the  premlaea  for 
which  he  sought  the  warrant  was  "up- 
stairs aver  No.  1  Pan  Tan  Alley."  The 
warrant,  when  issued,  read  for  "No.  1 
Fan  Tan  Alley,"  which  is  below  the 
Oriental  Club  premises  and  is  occupied 
by  a  boot  store.  But  the  raid  as  car- 
ried out  did  not  affect  the  boot  store, 
but  covered  the  club  premises  above. 
Curiously  enough,  further  along  the  al- 
ley wa*  another  No.  1,  which  was  the 
entrance  to  club  premises  above,  but 
thi*   latter  place   was   not.  touched. 

The  outcome  of  the  raid  made  on 
Monday  night  upon  the  Kmplre  Club,  at 
668  Pings  rd  Street,  did  not  prove  aa 
successful  as  that  on  the  Oriental  Club. 
The  detectives  who  made  the  attack  on 
the  former  premise*  found  difficulty  in 
breaking  through  the  heavily  barred 
door*,  with  the  result  that  when  they 
got  inside  the  Inmates  of  the  place  had 
removed  all  money  from  the  tables,  but 
a  mass  of  gambling  paraphernalia.  In- 
cluding lottery  tickets,  fan-tan  layouts, 
etc.,  waa  secured.  The  absence  of  coin 
proved  fatal,  howevere,  Magistrate  Jay 
remarking  that  the  absence  of  money 
and  stamps  for  marking  lottery  tickets 
made  th*  case  differ  from  that  of  Hat- 
ui'day  night.  He  dismissed  the  charges 
sgalnst  the  ninety  odd  prisoners  ar- 
raigned. 

The  magistrate  also  expressed  th* 
opinion  that 'there  was  nothing  to  show 
that  the  story  of  the  prisoners  that 
there  had  been  no  gambling  win  not 
correct.  Looking  at  the  defendants,  h* 
did  not  think  they  appeared  to  be  a 
body  of  men  In  the  financial  position 
to  gamble,  and  If  they  had  done  so  It 
could  not  have  been  for  more  than  s<-  or 
10c.  It  should  be  remembered,  he  aald, 
that  latterly  the  early  closing  by-law 
had  elbsed  up  atores  In  Chinatown 
which  used  to  bo  a  great  rendezvous 
for  the  Chinese  In  the  evenings,  and 
they -had  either  to  walk  the  streets  In 
tjie  dark  or  go  somewhere  else  to  secure 
social  amusement  and  Intercourse,  and, 
while  he  could  not  countenance  gam- 
bling. It  was  reasonable  to  suppose  that 
the  Chinese,  as  well  as  the  whites,  must 
have  some  place  to  congregate.

Women's  Classes 
.  In  the  night  schools  there  are  some 
classes  attended  exclusively  by  wo- 
men and  others  where  all  the  pupils  are 
all  men.  In  many  the  students  are  of 
both  sexes.  A  short  visit  was  paid  by 
the  writer  a  few  evenings  since  to  the 
first  group,  and,  as  in  nearly  all  the 
classes  there  was  room  for  more  pupils, 
a  brief  description  of  what  was  going 
on  may  be  of  Interest.  Of  the  three 
classes  In  sewing,  that  taught  by  Miss 
Doorman  may  be  termed  the  primary 
class.  Here  the  foundation  is  laid  for 
such  needlework  as  every  housekeeper 
or  moderate  Income  should  know  how 
to  do.  Most  of  the  pupils  were  young 
girls. 

The  room  was  furnished  with  sewing 
machines.  The  use  of  the  machine  and 
all  Its  attachments  is  taught  and  speci- 
mens of  gathering,  binding,  tucking  as 
well  as  hemming  were  shown.  Nothing 
that  can  be  as  well  done  on  the  ma- 
chine Is  done  by  hand,  but  the  pupils 
learn  to  finish  off  their  work  neatly  and 
to  do  simple  though  pretty  ornamenta- 
tion. An  apron  which  Is  also  a  workbag 
was  worn  by  several  of  the  pupils,  and 
before  It  was  completed  many  lessons 
must  have  baen  given. 

One  of  the  girls  had  a  useless  waist 
made  of  pretty  and  valuable  embroi- 
dery, which  she  was  remodelling  under 
the  direction  of  the  teachers.  Others 
had  completed  a  well-shaped  peplln, 
and  the  formation  of  a  yoke  was  en- 
gaging the  attention  of  another.  It  was 
a  little  surprising  to  note  that  there 
were  not  In  this  class  a  larger  number 
of  young  mothers,  for  the  course  would 
teach  those  without  experience  how  to 
make  almost  all  the  garments  children 
wear  as  well  as  to  choose  the  best  ma- 
terials and  cut  them  In  the  moat  eco- 
nomical way.  Perhaps  no  one  who  has 
not  felt  the  handicap  caused  by  a  want 
of  skill  in  the  use  of  the  sewing  ma- 
chine or  other  branches  of  plain  needle- 
work can  quite  appreciate  the  wisdom 
of  the  bright  young  ladies  who  are 
availing  themselves  of  Miss  Doorman's 
Instruction. 

in  the  next  class  the  students  were 
more  mature.  Miss  Beck  has  a  num- 
ber of  mothers  among  her  pupils,  but 
It  was  evident  that  her  own  brightness 
end  enthusiasm  brought  a  ready  re- 
sponse from  each  of  her  pupil*.  A  les- 
son In  patternmahlng  was  going  on.  In 
a  wonderfully  short  space  of  time  an 
arm  was  measured  and  a  sleeve  drawn, 
rut  out  and  basted  together.  The  In- 
telligent remarks  and  questions  of  the 
students  showed  that  moat  of  them  had 
com*  with  a  very  definite  purpose. 
Wherever  they  may  go  they  wilt  carry 
with  them  the  ability  to  make  or  alter 
their  own  gowas  and  Mouse*  or  to  earn 
something    ay    worming   for   other*. 


pleasant    to    observe. 

There  is  nothing  here  of  the  rigid 
discipline  of  the  day  school.  It  is  not 
needed.  The  learners  have  spent  the 
day  at  various  employments  and  know 
the  value  of  time.  But  that  they 
thoroughly  enjoy  the  instruction  they 
receive  and  appreciate  its  benefits,  and 
that  a  spirit  of  comradeship  exists 
among  the  members  of  the  class  was 
quite  evident.  In  preparation  for  the 
holiday  season  a  lemon  pie  had  been 
chosen  for  the  evening's  work,  and 
flaky  crust  was  almost  ready  for  the 
foamy  mixture  the  amateur  cooks  were 
preparing.

Most  women  in  Victoria  are  doing 
something  for  the  soldiers  at  the  Trout 
or  in  the  hospitals.  In  our  own  city 
there  are  some  three  thousand  men  pre- 
paring for  foreign  service.  Is.  there 
nothing  that  can  be  done  for  them  in 
the  weeks  that  must  pass  before  they 
follow  those  who  have  already  gone? 
The  question  is  not  an  easy  one  to 
answer.  Yet  some  of  those  men  are  as 
lonely  as  If  they  were  at  the  training 
camps  In  Kngland.  Many  of  them 
have  come  but  recently  from  homes 
where  they  were  loved  by  mothers, 
wives  and  sisters.  Others  miss  the 
prattling  of  their  little  ones.  They  have 
no  need  or  gifts  of  the  kind  which  we 
si'iiii  away.  Most,  If  not  all,  of  them 
can  buy  additional  comforts  If  they 
need   them. 

In  the  ranks  are  many  citizens  of 
Victoria.  Is  It  possible  through  them 
to  extend  hospitality  to  such  of  their 
comrades  as  are  willing  to  receive  it? 
There  is  a  natural  shrinking  from 
anything  like  obtrusivenoss  In  this 
matter.  And  yet,  why  should  any  of 
us  be  hurt  If  kindly  meunt  attention 
is  not  accepted?  Better  that  than  that 
any  soldier  should  miss  what  comfort 
he  might  have  received  from  the  cheer- 
ful evening  or  the  homely  meal.  We, 
who  have  had  sons  or  husbands,  broth- 
ers or  sweethearts  in  the  army  abroad 
have  been  very  thankful  to  the  good 
women  who'  have  shown  them  any 
kindness  and  have  learned  from  their 
letters  how  greatly  they  appreciated 
such  treatment.  Why  should  any  of 
ua  hesitate  to  follow  the  example  set 
us  by  the  women  of  England  or  of 
France?

The  great  importance  or  Victoria  as 
B  centre  for  seisniologlcal  research,  and 
the  pioneer  work  already  accomplished 
by  Mr.  F.  Xapler  Denison  at  this  point, 
were  emphasized  at  a  lecture  before  the 
Natural  History  Society  on  Monday 
evening.  The  subject  was  u  partial  re- 
view of  observations  which  appear  to 
connect  selsmologlcal  disturbances  with 
more  or  less  familiar  phenomena,  and 
the  possible  future  adaptation  or  knowl- 
edge gained  by  the  subject  to  commer- 
cial advantage.  The  lecture  was  Il- 
lustrated by  charts  covering  the  entire 
period   following    the    year    1809. 

Slew  earth  movements  in  relation  to 
other  phenomena,  Mr.  Denison  described 
as  referring  to  the  largely  mysterious 
disturbances  In  the  earth's  rock  man- 
tle which  fell  under  the  head  of  sels- 
mologlcal research.  The  late  Professor 
John  Milne,  a  great  English  engineer 
and  seismologist,  had  given  the  first 
impetus  to  the  study  of  this  subject. 
He  had  designed  an  Instrument  called 
the  seismograph,  on  which  permanent 
records  were  possible  for  comparative 
study.  It  was  Professor  Milne's  en- 
couragement to  the  research  work  con- 
ducted by  Mr.  Denison  in  Victoria  that 
had  in  a  great  measure  Influenced  the 
Dominion  Oovernment  in  establishing 
a  very  complete  and  important  station 
under   his   direction. 

The  seismograph  had  disclosed  the 
fact  that  the  earth  was  under  the  strain 
of  constantly  disturbing  forces.  The 
speaker  had  been  engaged  in  an  effort 
to  connect  these  movements  with  pos- 
sible causes  and  certain  phenomena 
which  appeared  to  result.  Much  had 
been  accomplished  through  keeping  a 
continuous  record  of  earth  movements 
for  sixteen  years,  in  which  feature  thle 
station  stood  alone   in  all   the   world. 

From  this  data  certain  conclusions 
had  been  approximately  reached.  A 
very  disturbed  trace  was  usually  con- 
junctive with  earthquake  disturbances. 
Sclenttats  now  believed  that  cycles 
might  be  established  each  as  would 
enable  them  to  predict  periods  of  spe- 
cial strain. 

It  had  also  been  discovered  that  the 
movements  bore  to  eastward  In  gam- 
mer and  to  westward  In  Winter.  Some 
connection  between  periods  of  special 
stress  and  coal  gas  explosions  In  mines 
had  been  rather  definitely  determined 
to  exist.  It  might  be  that  the  slow 
movement  sufficiently  shifted  the  rock 
seams  as  to  allow  the  pont-up  gases  to 
escape  In  -abnormal  quantities.  This, 
however,  was  yet  theory,  though  the 
recorda  had  clearly ,  grouped  mine  dis- 
asters at  extremes  of  stress.  If  the 
connection  could  be  definitely  estab- 
lished, it  woufd  be  possible  to  forecast 
danger   periods   In   the  mines. 

It  had  been  found  that  the  movements 
were  definite  In  II -day  periods.  This 
would  seem  to  Indicate  a  tidal  force  In 
the  crust  of  the  earth.  Temperature 
also  played  a  part,  since  the  maximum 
variation  from  the  normal  oreured 
about  the  equinoxes  and  the  solstices 
in  the  north-south  pendulum  and  the 
east-wast  pendulum,  respectively.  The 
1,140  earthquake  recorda  taken  at  this 
station  since  the  year  II  t».  when 
grouped  According  to  months  and  days, 
also  showed  extreme  numbers  about 
the.  time  of  the' equinoxes  and  solstice*. 
This  raised  their  possible  connection 
with  the  meteroloa-ical  disturbances  at 
those  periods. 

The  pacific  roast  was  becoming.  saM 
Mr.  Denison.  a  great  astronomical  cen- 
tre. It  was  destined  to  become  of 
world-wfdo  importance.  As  the  atmo- 
spheric conditions  were  moot  favorable 
to  astronomical  work,  so  did  the  posi- 
tion near  the  line  of  weakness  of  th« 
oartb'S  crust  open  up  great  possibili- 
ties   (or    sciasasloglfal    research.      The

The  following  regulations  giving  In- 
formation with  regard  to  the  postal  rates 
on  parcels  mailed  In  British  Columbia 
have  been  issued  by  Mr.  C.  Gleeson, 
supervisor  of  the  parcel  post  system, 
and  are  of  particular  intereat  at  this 
time  of  the  year,  when  so  much  Christ- 
mas goods  Is   being  dispatched: 

Any    article    of    mall    matter    not    in- 
cluded   In    the    drat   class    (letters  and 
post    cards)    und    not    excluded    by    the 
general  prohibitory  regulations  with  re- 
spect   to    objectlonabls    matter    may    be 
.  forwarded  by  parcel  post. 

Parcels  containing  intoxicating  liquors 
or  explosives  are  expressly  prohibited. 

Postage  must  be  prepaid  by  means  of 
postage  stamps  securely  affixed  to  the 
parcels. 

Pranking   Is  expressly   prohibited. 

Parcels  must  be  prepared  for  mailing 
In  such  manner  that  the  contents  can 
be  easily  examined.  The  sender's  name 
and  addrss  should  appear  on  the  cover. 

Weight  limit  Is  11  pounds;  general 
limits  of  size  30*' inches  in  length  by 
12  Inches  In  width  or  depth,  but  par- 
eels  will  be  accepted  up  to  3  ft.  8  In.  In 
length  provided  the  combined  length, 
and  girth  do  not  exceed  6  feet. 

Parcels  are  subject  to  the  general  pro- 
hibitory regulations,  excluding  from  the 
malls  everything  liable  to  destroy,  de- 
face or  otherwise  damage,  the  other  con- 
tnts  of  mall  bags  or  Injure  the  person 
of  any  officer  or  servant  of  the  post  of- 
fice; also  all  obscene  or  Immoral  matter. 
Parcels  containing  anything  of  a 
fragile  nature  should  bo  marked  "Fra- 
gile, with  Care."  Parcels  containing  ar- 
ticles of  a  perishable  nature,  such  as 
flowers,  meat,  fish,  fruit,  etc.,  should 
be  marked  "Perishable." 

Parcels  must  be  substantially  and 
securely  packed  so  as  to  preserve  the 
contents  from  loss  or  damage  and  pre- 
vent Injury  to  the  mails. 

Eggs  must  be  put  up  with  special 
ears,  each  egg  being  wrapped  separate- 
ly In  protecting  material  and  must  be 
packed  In  boxes  or  cartons  of  a  rigid 
material  with  a  tightly  fitting  ltd.  Con- 
sult the  postmaster  as  to  the  proper 
method  of  packing.

new  municipal  employee  is  a  resident  of 
the  district  and  Is  an  old  British  soldier,  i 
having  served  in  Egypt  for  five  years 
and  for  a  similar  period  having  been  on 
the  reserve.

With  1,000  Tons  of  Cargo  for 
Victoria  Harrison  Freighter 
Sails  From  San  Francisco 
Today. 


Marking  the  first  appearance  here  of 
a  Harrison  itesmi-r  within  the  past 
three  ^months,  the  British  freighter 
Musician  Is  scheduled  to  d«ck  at  this 
port  on  Saturday.  Information  was  re- 
ceived, yesterday,  by  Mr.'  Harold  Cove, 
local  agent  for  IJul four.  Guthrie  A  Co., 
that  the  Musician  was  dne  to  sail  from 
San  Francisco  today  for  Victoria.  Given 
three  days  In  which  to  make  the  trip 
up  the  coast  from  California,  the 
freighter  should  reach  here  on  Saturday 
afternoon  to  discharge  1,000  tons  of 
L'nlted    Kingdom  cargo. 

While  at  San  Francisco,  the  Musician 
put  ashore  3,000  tons  of  general  cargo, 
Including  4,660  bags  of  coffee,  which 
Was  shipped  at  the  Brazilian  port  of 
Santos. 

The  Musician  was  the  first  of  the 
Harrison  Line  freighters  to  be  held  up 
on  the  Atlantic  aide  of ,.  the  Panama 
Canal  by  the  heavy  slides  in  the  Gall- 
lard  Cut,  and  after  being  held  for  some 
time  at  Cristobal,  she  wag  diverted  to 
this  coast  by  way  of  the  Straits  of 
Magellan.  Upon  her  arrival  here,  the 
Musician  will  be  exactly  105  days  out 
from  Glasgow.  Since  the  Panama 
Canal  was  first  opened,  the  Harrison 
ships  have  been  making  the  run  from 
Liverpool  to  Victoria  in  less  than  forty 
days,  which  conclusively  proves  the  dis- 
advantages of  the  South  American 
route.

The  latest  developments  in  connection 
with  the  unlucky  voyage  of  the  Ameri- 
can schooner  J.  M.  Weatherwax  from 
Victoria  to  Australia,  Is  the  signing  of 
a  decree  by  a  United  States  judge  at 
Honolulu  for  the  sale  of  the  schooner 
to  satisfy  claims  for  unpaid  wages  filed 
by  Chief  Officer  Carl  Karlson  and  mem- 
bers of  the  crew  of  the  vessel  which 
put  Into  the  Hawaiian  port  In  distress 
some   time  ago. 

Judgment  has  been  entered  against 
the  vessel  for  SI. 2 7 7. 4 3  In  favor  of  the 
crew,  $3 so  as  a  fee  for  George  A.  Davis, 
who  represented  the  plaintiffs,  and  for 
costs,  advertising,  marshal's  fees  and 
other  items,  which  it  Is  said  will  total 
13,000. 

In  the  event  of  the  sale  of  the 
schooner  not  bringing  in  sufficient  to 
meet  the  full  Judgment  the  decree  fur- 
ther orders  the  sale  of  the  lumber  cargo 
up  to  33,200.  out  of  which  the  unpaid 
balance  of  the  judgment  will  be  taken. 
The  $3,200  is  supposed  to  represent  the 
unpaid  freight  on  the  cargo. 

Under  the  decree  the  plaintiffs  will 
receive  _the  following  amounts:  Carl 
Karlson,  $293.13;  John  Carmlchael, 
$198.86;  H.  B.  Davis,  $227.28;  Xell  Mor- 
rison, $131.26:  Frank  Calve,  $164.78; 
Henry  Williams.  $131.06,  and  William 
Morris,   $131.06. 

Loaded  at  Chemelnus

J.  M.  Weatherwax  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  she  loaded  her  cargo  ot  lumber 
at  Chemalnus,  B.C.  She  passed  out 
from  Victoria  about  June  1  last  for 
Sydney,  N.s.w.  The  vessel  put  Into 
Honolulu  in  distress  during  the  latter 
part  of  June  and  lay  there  until  August 
in    before  repairs   were   completed. 

The  Weatherwax  again  put  back  to 
Honolulu  on  October  5.

Despite  the  unusually  heavy  gules 
which  have  swept  the  North  Pacific  for 
several  weeks  past,  the  steamer  Bessie 
Dollar  got  across  to  Muroran,  Japan, 
without  damage.  The  Bessie  Dollar 
loaded  a  full  cargo  at  Vancouver  for 
Vladivostok.

CHEAPER  TO  BUY 
SHIPSTHAN 


High  Rates  for  Time-Charter 
Rights — Vessels  Are  Now 
Making  Cost  in  Three 
Voyages. 


NEW  ,  YORK.  Dec.  14.— Numerous 
tales  concerning  the  huge  returns  being 
realised  by  experienced  shipping  agents 
operating  vessels  out  of  this  port  are 
going  the  rounds-  in  shipping  circles. 
One  of  these  concenrs  the  sale  of  the 
American  steamer  8.  V.  Laickenbach  by 
the  Luckenbach  Steamship  Company  to 
Barber  &  Company,  of  this  city,  for  the 
sum  of  $285,000.  The  steamer  is  2.276 
tons   net   register.      She   has     been     re-

named  the  OnegaT  and  has  recently 
completed  her  first  voyage  between 
New  York  and  Archangel  under  the 
command  of  Captain  A.  W.  Howard,  In 
the   space  of  twenty-one  days. 

It  Is  reported  that  the  Onega  carried 
out  about  5,000  tons  of  cargo  for  the 
Russian  White  Sea  port,  and  an  aver- 
age of  $70  per  ton  s  was  secured  as 
freight  by  the  agent-owners,  netting 
them  approximately  $350,000  In  freight 
money  for  the  single  trip.  Captain 
Howard's  trip  of  twenty-one  days  to 
Archangel  at  this  time  of  the  year  Is 
considered  a  splendid  feat  by  shipping 
men,  and  while  his  salary  as  command- 
er of  the  Onega  is  $300  per  month,  It 
is  understood  that  a  bonus  of  $1,000 
awaits  him  on  the  safe  return  of  the 
vessel   to  this  port. 

Some  of  the  regular  lines  which  have 
been  In  the  charter  market  for  extra 
steamers  to  carry  the  ever-increasing 
volume  of  freight  to  Europe  are  finding 
it  is  cheaper  to  buy  the  steamers  at 
their  Inflated  prices  than  pay  the 
rates  demanded  for  time  charters.  In 
fact,  Barber  &  Company  are  not  the 
only  company  which  has  done  so  re- 
cently. J.  W.  Elwell  &  Company,  In 
October,  bought  |  the  steamer  Iperla  In 
order  to  escape  paying  the  high  rate 
asked   for  a   time  charter. 

These  experiences  have  led  shipping 
men  to  Indulge  In  much  speculation  as 
to  the  wisdom  and  foresight  of  buying 
steamers  rather  than  paying  prevailing 
high  time  charter  rates.  One  shipping 
man  thus  put  the  case: 

"Let  us  assume  that  both  the  Onega 
and  the  Iperla  are  3,000-ton  vessels, 
and  cost  about  $350,000.  which  Is  a  good 
price  on  the  present  value  of  tonnage. 
A  3.000-ton  steamer  can  earn  under  time 
charter  tstes  about  $65,000  a  month.  A 
voyage  to  any  of  the  ports  of  West 
Holy  or  the  French  Atlantic  ports, 
where  tonnage  Is  now  mostly  In  de- 
mand, would  take  from  two  to  three 
months,  lnoludlng  about  twenty-six  days 
for  the  voyage  each  way  and  another 
month  to  unload  snd  load  at  the  re- 
snectlve    ports. 

"In  two  or  three  months,  at  current 
rstes.  a  3,000-ton  steamer  would  earn 
from  $130,000  to  $1*5,000.  In  less  than 
three  voyages  the  vessel  has  earned  Its 
cost.  Thus,  it  may  well  be  asked 
whether  It  is  cheaper  to  buy  steamers. 
It  should  be  noted  thet  steamers  are 
being  taken  on  six  months,  nine  months 
and  a  year  charter,  receiving  from  36s. 
to  28s.  per  month  per  ton  deadweight, 
while  for  single  one-way  trip  charters, 
ns  high  as  45s.  per  ton  per  month  has 
been  paid,  with  owners  asking  50s."

Reports  Submitted  to  Sub- 
scribers Indicate  Institution 
Is  in  Excellent  Condition- 
Many  Friends  Give  Aid. 


Encouraging  reports  of  the  *ork  o 
the  iuatiiuiioii  during  the  past  yeui 
aero  submitted  at  the  annual  meetlui 
of  the  subscribers  to  Uu  Protestant  Or- 
phans' Home  held  yesterday  afternoon 
in  the  Council  Chamber  at  the  City  Hall. 
There  are  at  present  twenty-live  girls 
and  twenty-nine  boys  in  the  homo,  a 
total  of  fifty-four,  compared  with  stxty 
at  thla  time  last  year.  Oeapita  the 
many  financial  appeals  being  made  to 
the  public  subscriptions  to  the  funds 
of  the  home  increased  $684.  while  ex- 
penditures decreased  $1,724,  a  total  of 
$2,318,  or  almost  sufficient  to  permit  ot 
the  balance  sheet  showing  no  deficit  on 
the  year's  operations. 

The  following  committee  of  manage- 
ment was  selected:  Messrs.  A.  J.  W, 
Urldgmsn,  T.  H.  I.aunUy,  Arthur  Lee, 
Lawrence  Goodacre,  T.  W.  Hawkins 
William  Scowcroft,  Charles  Hayward, 
A.  It.  Wolfenden,  Thornton  Fall,  Rev. 
Or.  Clay.  Hsv.  K.  O.  Miller  and  Rev. 
De  B.  Owen.  Or.  Bryant  waa  re-elect- 
ed honorary  physician;  Or.

The  report  of  the  ladles'  committee 
was  submitted  by  the  president,  Mrs. 

It  stated  that  ot  the 
sixty  children  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  some  had  been  placed  on  service, 
some  returned  to  relatives  and  two  were 
adopted.  Thirteen  were  received  during 
the  year,  making  the  present  total 
fifty-four — twenty-five  girls  and  twenty-, 
nine  boys.  The  establishment  of  thu 
school  in  the  building  proved  of  grout 
value,  the  girls  being  taught  to  knit 
and  already  a  creditable  donation  of 
socks  and  face  cloths  had  been  for- 
warded through  the  I.  O.  D.  E.  Field 
Comforts  Department  to  the  soldiers  In 
France  as  the  children's  "little  bit"  to- 
wards patriotic  work.

Under  huge  captions,  "With  sticks 
and  rasor-biaded  skates  as  weapons, 
hockey  players  have  bloody  game  In 
Seattle,"  a  Seattle  exchange  refers  to 
the  first  hockey  match  In  the  Sound 
city   as  follows: 

"If  you  have  been  foBtering  the  im- 
pression that  American  football  is  a 
rough  sport,  see  a  game  of  Canadian 
hockey,  and  cast  the  idea  from  you. 
There  la  about  as  much  comparison 
between  the  two  as  the  gait  of  a  fun- 
eral car  and  a  jitney  going  up  Pike 
Street. 

"Just  up  the  street  from  the  Arena 
a  few  blocks  is  the  Seattle  General 
Hospital.  It  certainly  is  going  to  bo 
handy   for    the  players. 

"The  game  is  new  to  Seattle,  and 
last  night's  play  brought  the  2.509 
spectators  to  their  feet.  The  hardest 
part  to  understand  is  how  they  play 
II   and  live. 

"Armed  with  sticks  and  ruxor- 
hladed  skates,  the  players  use  their 
weapons  In  a  thrlllingly  careless  man- 
ner. Roughing  In  football  la  mild  com- 
pared to  roughing  In  hockey. 

"If  you  accidentally  take  a  swing  at 
the  puck  and  htt  a  man's  head,  why. 
It's  all  right.  The  man's  head  didn't 
have  any  business  there.  If,  In  trying 
for  the  puck,  a  man  is  sent  flying  into 
the  side  fence,  no  one  worries.  The 
man  should  have  been  out  of  the   way. 

"Sticks  are  favorite  weapons  for 
close-in  work,  and  short,  quick  Jabs 
that  no  one  can  see.  For  long  distance 
attack.  the  puck  is  provided.  The 
puck,  a  hard  rub  j.t  disc,  Is  driven  like 
n  r.uliet  across  the  tie. 

"Personally,  we  would  Ju*t  as  soon 
n'.sp  a  cannon  hall  in  the  fare  an  get 
In  front  of  that  puck  when  It  is 
driven  at   the  net. 

"Two  men  called  goal  tenders  sr* 
offered  up  In  sacrlt'ce  to  the  game. 
They  are  stationed  at  the  mouth  of 
the  two  goal  nets,  and  their  principal 
object  In  life  Is  to  allow  the  puck  to 
hit   them. 

"Tou  can  get  more  shivers  out  of 
a  game  of  hockey  than  you  can  out  of 
a  chill. 

"The  casualties  of  the  evening 
were:  Holmes,  cut  lip,  two  stitches; 
Walker,  bruised  Instep;  Wilson,  cut 
face.  One  unnamed  spectator  seated 
In  the  seats  along  the  wall,  eye  cut  by 
puck.  The  Injuries  were  not  serious. 
Dr.  Kelton.  the  club  physician,  attend- 
ed  the  wounded."

A  subsequent  clause  provides  that 
"for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  fit- 
ness for  active  military  service  of  per- 
sons to  whom  the  foregoing  provisions 
of  thla  act  relate,  any  such  person  may 
be  required  to  submit  himself  for  in- 
spection by  a  registered  medical  prac- 
titioner to  be  appointed  for  the  purpose." 
"Conscription  Fore  aad  Simple" 
It  is  these  last  two  provisions  that 
have  excited  the  only  radical  objections 
to  the  bill  of  a  positive  character.  They 
are  described  by  the  secretary  of  the 
Federation  of  Labor  as  "conscription 
pure  and  simple."  Objection  is  also 
taken  from  the  labor  standpoint  to  the 
absence  of  any  provision  tending  to  the 
national  service  of  property  as  well  as 
of  persons.  The  catechism,  especially  in 
the  "If  not,  why  not"  clause"  goes  much 
nearer  to  a  suggestion  of  conscription 
than  the  Australian  measure.  On  the 
other  hand.  It  omits  the  inquiries  re- 
garding property  and  income  which  are 
made  in  Australia.  Though  the  Govern- 
ment may  reasonably  reply  that  the 
jurisdiction  not  merely  to  inquire  but  to 
enforce  already  exists  In  the  power  of 
taxation,  an  enlargement  of  the  scope 
of  the  measure  in  the  manner  suggest- 
ed would  smooth  its  operation  by  giv- 
ing it  a  more  even-handed  appearance. 
Sir  Joseph  Ward's  Proposal 
The  budget  has  been  exceptionally 
late  this  year, 'but  the  universal  opinion 
Is  that  it  was  well  worth  waiting  for. 
Sir  Joseph  Ward,  as  the  Finance  Min- 
ister of  a  National  Cabinet,  has  spoken 
for  both  parties,  and  the  quiet  way  in 
which  his  draatlc  proposals  have  been 
received  Is  astonishing.  No  party  .bud- 
get, even  If  it  had  been  of  a  far  less 
courageous  character,'  could  possibly 
have  achieved  such  a  success.  With  a 
revenue  of  £12,443,625  the  surplus  for 
the  year  1S14-'15  was  only  £72,142;  and 
Sir  Joseph  Ward  estimated  that  ex- 
clusive of  war  pensions  (which  after 
two  years  of  war  will  be  £1.000.000),  In- 
terest on  war  loans  (which  will  soon 
amount  to  £700.000),  and  some  other 
charges,  the  deficiency  for  the  current 
year  on  the  basis  of  last  year's  taxa- 
tion would  have  been  £827,911.  To 
meet  this  Sir  Joseph  Ward  proposes  ad- 
ditional taxation  to  the  extent  of 
£2,032,000.  of  which,  however,  only 
about  half  will  be  realized  during  the 
present    year. 

The  largest  contributions  to  the  addi- 
tional two  millions  are  as  follows: — 
Land  and  Income  tux,  £81  fl.SOO:  pout  and 
telegraphs,  £380.000,  railways,  £360.1P»0; 
and  customs.  t285,000.  In  providing 
nearly  a  third  of  the  extra  revenue  from 
an  increase  of  the  land  and  Income  tax, 
Sir  Joseph  Ward  Is  generally  considered 
to  have  placed  the  burden  on  the 
shoulders  best  able  to  bear  it.  The  chief 
Heme  are  an  addition  of  SO  per  cent  to 
the  graduated  tax  on  country  lands;  an 
extension  of  the  graduated  rates  of  In- 
come tax  from  is  4d  to  2s.  which  rate 
« 111  be  reached  at  £5. nop,  and  an  addi- 
tion of  33  1-3  per  cent  'the  minimum  of 
td  being  thus  Increased  to  8d  and  the 
maximum  from  is  td  to  2s  8d)  to  the 
schedule  rates;  and  the  extension  of  the 
Income  tax  *to  Incomes  derived  from 
land.  The  last  of  these  proposals  abol- 
ishes an  exemption  which  the.  farmers 
have  hitherto  enjoyed,  and  the  Minister 
Justifies  It  on  the  ground  that  those  who 
have  been  making  large  profit*  from  the 
high  prices  of  wool,  meat.-  and  dairy 
produce  during  the  war  should  make  a 
reasonable  contribution  to  the  cost  of 
the   war. 

General    Approval 

The  extra  £3*0,000  which  hi  to  be  got 
from  the  railways  will  be  by  an  increase 
of  both  feres  (8  1-3  per  cent)  and 
freights  (10  per  cent),  and  the  farmer 
complains  that  here  again  he  will  be 
badly  hit.  as  his  produce  will  have  to 
bear  the  bulk  of  the  burden  of  the  In- 
creased freights  The  burden  of  the 
post  and  telegraph  charges  (an  extra 
2d  on  telegrams  and  an  extra  **d  post- 
age on  a'.I  articles  except  newspapers 
being  the  principal  Items)  will  be  more 
evenly  spread.  The  Increases  In  cus- 
toms duties  are  not  supposed  to  touch 
the  necessaries  of  life,  motor  cars, 
petrol,  kerosene,  beer  and  spirits  being 
the  chief  contributors.  There  Is  a 
strong  consensus  or  opinion  that  the 
slight  Increases  proposed  in  the  duties 
on  beer  and  spirits  are  Insufficient,  sad 
that  kerosene,  which  for  many  Is  really 
a  necessary,  should  he  exempted.  If  the 
proposals  of  tha  budget  are  modified  at 
ell,  I.  will  probably  be  along  one  or 
other  of  these  lines.  But  the  general 
attitude  te  8lr  Joseph  Ward's  pro- 
pramme  la  one  of  thorough  approval. 
EVen  those  whom  It  hits  hardest  receg- 
nlse  that  the  sacrifice  they  are  called 
upon  to  make  is  trivial  In  comparison 
with  thai  which  Is  dally  osXered  up  tn 
the  trenchea

Force   in  Australia— rFavor 
Theatre  Censorship. 


The  Local  Council  of  Women  In  ses- 
sion yesterday  transacted  a  great  deal 
business  of  a  varied  character.  The 
president,  Mine  Crease,  mentioned  her 
regret  that  an  objectionable  act  had 
been  presented  In  Pantaees  last  week. 
The  lied  Grose,  the  nursing  profession 
and  the  military,  It  was  stated,  had 
been  Insulted  by  one  actress,  whose  act, 
In  the  opinion  of  Miss  Crease,  had  been 
indecent.  It  was  decided  to  co-operate 
with  the  Vancouver  Local  Council  to 
ask  the  Attorney-Oeneral  to  appoint  a 
censor  of  all  theatrical  performances. 
The  work  of  the  present  censor  of  mov- 
ing- pictures  shows   was  commended. 

The  correspondence  Included  letters 
from  the  National  Council,  reporting  its 
annual  meeting  and  asking  Local  Coun- 
cils to  keep  a  Health  Day.  to  support 
the  official  Council  organ,  The  Woman's 
Century,  to  consider  the  housing  prob- 
lem, and  to  co-operate  In  any  work 
undertaken  in  aid  of  returned  soldiers. 
The  Council  representative  in  this  work, 
Mrs.  Kennedy,  was  asked  to  keep  this 
body  in  touch  with  this  work  and  re- 
port Its  needs.  Mrs.  Kennedy  reported 
having  secured  the  services  of  a 
teacher  of  Braille  for  some  blind  sol- 
diers who  are  expected  to  arrive  shortly.
